Revival 
Again 


Once duced many splendid pas- 
More tors, Bible teachers, and 
Moody evangelists. Two names of 


alumni come to the mind of 
the writer at this moment, Joseph Kemp 
and Jock Troup. 

From the bulletin of this school we 
here quote a few paragraphs, which re- 
veal not only D. L. Moody’s part in it, but 
also the practicality of Moody’s gospel. 
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At times the theological modernists 
have accused the orthodox of being ‘“oth- 
er worldly” and lacking social vision. Not 
so. The fundamentalist has vision but is 
not visionary. There’s a difference. The 
orthodox Christian worker knows his 
gospel works. It does something to a 
man, and then through the man does 
something for the community. 

Years ago we read a statement (how 
we wish we had clipped or copied it) in 
which some well known preacher from 
abroad, after spending several weeks in 
Chicago, said something to the effect 
that a certain “divinity school” in Chi- 
cago taught a social gospel, but the 
Moody Bible Institute practiced it. 

So it was with Moody. His gospel was 
real and vital. It didn’t try to develop 
character to produce life. It brought a 
message of life which produced charac- 
ter. Moody’s gospel will never die. 

Here is the quotation: 

“The story of the erigin of the Glasgow 
Bible Training Institute, fifty years ago, 
fills us with a longing that such wonder- 
ful times might corne again. These were 
the days of the revival ministry of D. L. 
Moody and Ira D. Sankey. They paid 
three visits to Glasgow. The first mission, 
1873-75, set on fire the smoldering resi- 
due of the 1859 revival. Amazing scenes 
were witnessed, and on one memorable 
occasion in 1874, in Ewing Place Congre- 
gational Church (now Hope Street Free 
Church), one hundred and one young 
men rose in token of their desire to en- 
list in the King’s army. Thus early the 
need of a place where lay workers could 
be trained was indicated. Foundations, 
however, had first to be laid. The fruits 
of this first visit were the formation of 
the Glasgow United Evangelistic Associa- 
tion and of the Young Men’s Christian 
Association, and also the erection of the 
Christian Institute. 

“The second mission (1882) moved in 
the direction of gospel temperance work, 
the influence of which is still with us. 
The hands of the young converts were 
being filled, and the vision of an institute 
for training still tarried. 

“The third mission (1892) led to the 
fulfillment of the hopes which inspired 
many of the earnest workers of the day. 
These aspirations were as a bonfire ready 
for the flame. It came on a memorable 
night in St. Andrew’s Hall, Glasgow, 
where the annual meeting of the Glas- 
gow United Evangelistic Association was 
being held on March 10, 1892. Mr. Moody, 
in a fervent address, urged the associa- 
tion to go forward and establish a train- 


’ ing institute for Christian workers, the 


need of which was becoming more and 


more clamant all over Scotland. This 
great speech is preserved in the minutes 
of the G.U.E.A., with a full account of 
procedure thereafter, which resulted in 
the establishment of the Bible Training 
Institute. Mr. Moody was present at the 
special meeting of the association held 
only four days later in the Christian In- 
stitute, when the directors definitely re- 
solved to carry through the proposal and, 
at the great evangelist’s suggestion, to 
appoint John ‘Anderson as the first 
principal.”

Poultney Bigelow told a member of the 
Moody family that he sang in the choir 
of one thousand at D. L. Moody’s meet- 
ings in New Haven, Conn., in 
the "70s. Years later he was 
crossing the South African 
veldt. The Boers were hos- 
tile, supposing him to be 
English. In a farm where he had to stop, 
they were very ungracious. While waiting 
where they left him alone, he found an 
organ and on it a copy of the Moody and 
Sankey Gospel Hymns. He sat down and 
played and sang. The Boers rushed in, 
saying, “We didn’t know you were a 
Christian! We thought you were Eng- 
lish.” From then on he was an honored 
and welcome guest.—A. P. Fitt.

There isn’t anything by way of conflict 
or contradiction in these two expressions 
—“‘we have,” “let this mind be in you.” 
Every Christian has Christ, for He has 
come to indwell. In that sense we already 
have His mind. But in daily living and 
in all our contacts we are to manifest 
His mind. And what a glorious mind 
was His! It was a pure mind, for He 
was holy and undefiled. It was a serene 
mind—not divided as is the best of 
merely human minds, but a unit in its 
desire to please the Father. 

His mind was well stored with Scrip- 
ture. From His quotations it seems evi- 
dent He found special interest in the 
Psalms and Deuteronomy. But He loved 
all of God’s Word and gave His endorse- 
ment to the three great divisions with 
which the old-time Jews were acquainted 
—the Law, the Prophets, and the Psalms. 
He might have answered the temptations

of the devil in some other manner, but 
He chose to use the written Word, so He 
said, “It is written again.” 

His was a noble mind, exalted and 
kingly, and yet a humble mind. And this 
is the place of exhortation. Let this mind 
—this lowly mind—be in you. Let our 
love be directed toward Christ. And let 
our friendship include all men, in the 
realization that all we have and hope for 
are ours through the grace of the Lord 
Jesus Christ.

The par- 
able, therefore, illustrated the payment 
of reward to fidelity to opportunity. It 
does not mean that if a man has his op- 
portunity, and does not take it, and 
wastes the fleeting hours, he will get the 
same reward as the man who has toiled 
through all the livelong day. Our Lord 
was simply emphasizing this one matter, 
fidelity to opportunity. 

I wonder if we have really grasped that 
yet. What opportunity has God given 
you? I do not know. I am not asking for 
any answer, except in your own soul. He 
gave to D. L. Moody the opportunity of 
a waiting nation, of two nations, and 
when this day’s work was done, he had 
his penny, because he was gloriously 


“The Man from the Middle West’’—an Editorial 


NDER this title, the British Life of 

Faith carried an article some twen- 
ty-one years ago. Because of the glimpse 
given of Moody, we wish to carry this in 
the month of Moody’s birth. J. W. C. 
Fegan was the author. 

Back in the 1860’s and 1870’s, Dublin, 
Ireland, was a great center of Bible 
teaching. Believers met occasionally for 
three or four days of Bible conference. 
And now for Mr. Fegan’s article. 

“One year a thick-set, bustling Ameri- 
can, in black and wearing a black soft 
hat with a prodigious brim, came over on 
a fiying visit. With a big notebook and 
a stump of pencil he would elbow his 
way with ‘Middle West’ directness and 
ruthlessness, and breathlessly interrupt 
any conversation with a speaker he had 
been listening to with, ‘Say, how do 
you explain Matthew 16:28?’ or ‘What 
book on Song of Solomon do you 
recommend?’ and with nothing more 
than a chuckle, if the answer satisfied 
him, he was off on the trail of another 
speaker. 

“I shall never forget the look on the 
face of Mr. Henry Groves, of Kendal, 
when he butted in between us and blurt- 
ed out, ‘What’s the best anecdote you 
know to explain justification?’ Now I do 
not think Mr. Groves was favorably dis- 
posed toward anecdotes at all. His was a 
very serious and emphatic ministry, and 
he had a habit of accentuating what he 
said by nodding his head animatedly. He 
was aghast, both at the manner and mat- 
ter of the interrogation. His silvery hair 
bobbed up and down and shook to and 
fro as he warmly retorted: “There is no 
anecdote to explain justification! Justifi- 
cation is a conception so absolutely di- 
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vine that it cannot be illustrated by any- 
thing earthly.” 

“Sure, that’s the best thing I’ve got 
this morning. Say it again. That’s a bet- 
ter point than any anecdote,’ responded, 
unabashed, the man from the ‘Middle 
West.’ 

“Now Mr. Bland with his ‘judgmatical’ 
(it was a favorite word of his own mint- 
ing) mind recognized the rapt earnest- 
ness of D. L. Moody to gather all he 
could at all costs in the crowded two 
days which he had allowed himself for 
the Dublin meetings in his schedule. 
Moody found himself with treasures 
beyond all his dreams within his reach 
on all sides, and he was determined to 
carry off all he could crowd into his 
notebook. 

“When Moody did not seem to grasp 
one answer, Mr. Bland asked him, ‘Do 
you know anything of dispensational 
truth?’ ‘Never heard of it,’ said Moody. 
‘It is the key to God’s plan in the Scrip- 
tures,’ replied Mr. Bland. “That’s what 
I’m over here for—to understand my 
Bible better. Where can I get hold of dis- 
pensational truth?’ ‘Come to my house 
with me, and we'll have a talk.’ 

“After the talk had been going on for 
some time, Moody said, ‘I’m leaving by 
the mail boat this evening. Can you give 
me the whole of the afternoon?’ When 
the afternoon had worn apace, he said, 
‘If I stay till tomorrow morning’s boat, 
will you give me the evening?’ ‘I cannot 
do that. I am one of the speakers this 
evening.’ “This is worth all the journey 
from America. I cannot leave this. If I 
stay till tomorrow evening’s boat can you 
give me some more of your time?’ ‘Yes, 
after breakfast and in the afternoon.’

“A few years afterward Moody and 
Sankey came over on their memorable 
evangelistic tour in the British Isles. 

“When the work of grace was develop- 
ing in Edinburgh, Mr. and Mrs. Bland 
went over from Dublin to see something 
of it. On their way to their first after- 
noon meeting Moody was passing in a 
carriage with Dr. Horatius Bonar when 
he caught sight of Mr. Bland, jumped up 
in the carriage, laid his hand on the 
back of the coachman, and shouted, ‘Hi! 
Stop! There’s the man who taught me 
dispensational truth!’ and brought Mr. 
and Mrs. Bland into the carriage with 
great joy. 

“When Moody was afterward holding 
his great meetings in London, Mr. Bland 
‘fed’ him with ‘the old corn of the land,’ 
and refreshed his spirit with the wine 
of the kingdom in the intervals between 
some of his meetings. 

“Now as to the Moody and Sankey 
visit, in some of the chief centers, at 
any rate, the gatherings had undoubtedly 
the depth of spiritual power and the 
breadth of spiritual influence and the 
abundance of spiritual fruit to deserve 
the appellation of ‘Revival.’ 


“A new generation of earnest workers 


, and wholehearted supporters of work 


with spiritual aims was raised up through 
the Moody and Sankey services. They 
were the mainstay of evangelical efforts 
for the next twenty or thirty years. So 
I believe in revivals!”

ELIEVERS WERE ONCE ACCUSED of be- 
ing too other-worldly; of think- 
ing too much of their future 
blessedness and too little of the 
sorrows and sufferings of human- 

ity. The enemies of the Christian faith 
regarded the promise of heaven as a dope 
to the toilers, which destroyed all desire 
to improve their earthly lot. 

But it was Christian men and women 
like Lord Shaftesbury, John Howard, 
Whittier, Clarkson, Harriet Stowe, Wil- 
berforce, Elizabeth Fry, David Living- 
stone, to name but a few, who were 
keenly sensitive to the oppression, mis- 
ery, and poverty of their fellows, and 
prayed and labored unceasingly for their 
good. It was among the oppressed toil- 
ers within the churches that there arose 
men like the noble Tolpuddle martyrs, 
one a Methodist preacher, who banded 
themselves together and were ready to 
suffer, and even to die, in the fight 
against oppression, injustice, industrial 
slavery, poverty, and starvation. 

The vision of heaven was an inspira- 
tion, a source of strength and comfort 
to these toilers and reformers, but it was 
also an incentive to give their time, 
thought, and labor to the improvement 
of the social and industrial conditions 


under which they lived. These men 


saw what our labor leaders do not see 
today, that the hearts of men must be 
regenerated by the Spirit of God, for 
without the changed heart they realized 
the last state of the workers would be 
worse than the first. 

If it were true that our fathers were 
guilty of thinking too much of the fu- 
ture world, it is certainly true that the 
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present generation is so obsessed with 
this material world that it is becoming 
indifferent to that realm which is spirit- 
ual and eternal. It is an irreparable 
loss when men become so immersed in 
material things that they lose their vi- 
sion and hope of heaven. This, says 
Tennyson, is the mighty hope “which 
makes us men.” It gives strength, cour- 
age, confidence, and inspiration in life’s 
darkest hours. Without it the noblest, 
bravest, strongest of men become the vic- 
tims of Giant Despair. 


‘Te PARTICIPATE IN THE BLESS- 
EDNESS OF HEAVEN is a great and glorious 
privilege. It has been purchased for us at 
a great price. Our Saviour by the shed- 
ding of His own precious blood opened 
for us the gate of heaven. Even now we 
“enter into the holiest by the blood of 
Jesus” (Heb. 10:19), and it is by virtue of 
His vicarious sacrifice that we shall enter 
the holy city and enjoy eternal fellowship 
with God. None but the pierced hand of 
the spotless Son of God “could unlock 
the door of heaven and let us in.” 

We meet so many who believe they 
will enter the Celestial City by virtue of 
their own goodness, and they resent the 
idea that they must acknowledge them- 
selves as sinners and trust solely in Jesus’ 
blood, if they would participate in the 
joys and glories of heaven. We must 
be faithful with men and boldly declare 
that unless they abandon their trust in 
their own good works, and trust in the 
good work of Christ on Calvary, there is 
absolutely no hope of being privileged to 
join with the redeemed in heaven. Men 


on earth, by reason of birth, wealth, and 
talents, enjoy many privileges denied to 
others; but great as these privileges 
may be, they are not to be compared 
with the privilege of sharing the blessed- 
ness of heaven with the host of the re- 
deemed who have heen washed in Jesus’ 
blood. 

When the severity returned from their 
missionary tour, highly elated over their 
success, they said, “Lord, even the devils 
are subject unto us through thy name.” 
After promising they would do even 
greater things in His name, Christ said, 
“Notwithstanding in this rejoice not, that 
the spirits are subject unto you; but 
rather rejoice, because your names are 
written in heaven” (Luke 10:17, 20). It 
is a great privilege and joy to be used in 
Christ’s service, but He declares it is a 
far greater cause for rejoicing to have 
our names recorded in the Book of Life. 

Many are the blessings and joys of 
earth. There is the joy of listening to 
the merry prattle of children, the joy 
of fellowship with friends, the joy of wor- 
ship and of service, the pleasure de- 
rived from nature, music, and literature. 
But none of these are worthy of com- 
parison with the larger, fuller, richer, 
and purer life of heaven. 

The Bible draws the veil aside a little 
and permits us to catch a glimpse of the 
Celestial City. In the first place it is a 
city of eternal light; the darkness of the 
night is banished forever. -On the isle 
of Patmos the beloved apostle saw a-new 
heaven and earth, and the New Jerusa- 
lem which came down out of heaven. 
This “city had no need of the sun, neith- 
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er of the moon, to shine in it: for the 
glory of God did lighten it, and the Lamb 
is the light thereof. And the nations of 
them which are saved shall walk in the 
light of it” (Rev. 21:23, 24). Christ, who 
is the “Sun of righteousness” (Mal. 4:2), 
the “light of the world” (John 8:12), will 
be the light of heaven. 

How comforting is that twice-repeated 
promise, “There shall be no night there” 
(Rev. 21:25; 22:5). How long and weary 
is the night to those racked with pain! 
Robert Louis Stevenson tells how as a 
child he was kept awake “with a hack- 
ing, exhausting cough . . . praying for 
sleep or morning, from the bottom of 
my shaken little body.” His kind nurse 
would help to console him “till the whole 
sorrow of the night was at an end with 
the arrival of the first of that long 
string of country carts.” In England 
tens of thousands fear the return of the 
dark winter nights, when the streets are 
blacked out and no streak of light comes 
from the windows. 

We recall the days when we longed 
for the return of the day, but too often 
the light did not end the danger, for the 
constant wailing of the siren warned us 
of danger by day and by night. In this 
home I have seen a young mother shield- 
ing her dear children with her own body 
beneath the table as the bombs dropped 
nearby. The husband, a nervous wreck, 
having been evacuated from Dunkirk, 
sat in a chair sweating with fear as the 
raiders passed to and fro overhead. The 
night brings back to the memory scenes 
of distress, destruction, desolation, and 
death. How comforting, as we grope our 
way in the inky darkness, to know “there 
will be no night there.” 

All that is symbolic of the night—ad- 
versity, affliction, failure, sin in its mani- 
fold forms—will be no more, for the 
power of the prince of darkness will be 
destroyed forever (Rev. 20:10). 


y wen HEAVEN IS A CITY OF 
ETERNAL Joy, for sorrow will be banished 
forever. This present world is full of 
sorrow. The cruelty of man in our day 
has crushed millions of souls. In some 
lands the joy of life has vanished; sigh- 
ing has taken the place of song, tears the 
place of laughter. Every moment some 
home is stricken with sorrow when news 
comes of a dear one cut off by death. 

Most of us have known what it is to 
have the home darkened by the angel of 
death. When the dear one who was the 
light of the home was taken from us, 
how strange and desolate everything 
seemed to us! How we longed for the 
“touch of a vanished hand, and the sound 
of a voice that is still”! Our best joys 
on earth are mingled with sorrow; all 
love grows chill with loss. 

Our sweetest songs are those that tell 
of saddest thought. But in that land 
of celestial light, joy will be eternal, for 
there will be “no more death, neither 
sorrow, nor crying” (Rev. 21:4). The 
former things are passed away. Ever- 
lasting joy will be the experience of the 
redeemed. “They shall obtain joy and 
gladness, and sorrow and sighing shall 
flee away” (Isa. 35:10). In heaven there 
will be the joy of reunion, of eternal 
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fellowship with our loved in the Lord. 

Our joy in the present is mixed with 
sorrow because of the sin of the world. 
The heart is filled with grief when we 
gaze upon the ruins of thousands of 
homes, hundreds of churches and mis- 
sion halls—the result of man’s lust for 
power and total disregard of the laws of 
God. The sight of multitudes living in 
sin and pleasure, spurning God’s love in 
Christ, hastening to the grave without 
God and without hope, burdens the soul 
with sorrow. We see in our so-called 
Christian lands the inevitability of God’s 
judgment, unless we quickly show a spirit 
of true repentance and seek the Lord. 
As Christ grieved over the sin and im- 
pending doom of Jerusalem, so the true 
believer grieves over the sin of his na- 
tion as he sees it rushing headlong to 
disaster. 

We sorrow, too, over the worldliness, 
indifference, and impotence of the Chris- 
tian Church. Dr. Lyman Beecher was 
seated one day in his manse, thinking of 
the distressed state of his denomination. 
He buried his face in his hands, and 
burst into tears. His daughter asked in 
amazement, “Father, what is the mat- 
ter?” “The Church of God, my daugh- 
ter,” sobbed the old man, “the Church 
of God.” Blessed are those who carry 
upon their hearts the burden of an un- 
evangelized world, the worldly, calloused 
churches that dishonor the fair name of 
Christ, and plead in tearful intercession 
for the revival of the Church and the 
salvation of mankind. 

Our joy is marred because of the con- 
sciousness of our personal sins. When 
we get a clear revelation of our own 
hearts, through the searching light of 
the Word, and realize our pride, envy, 
impurity, selfishness, and worldliness, 


how it grieves, shames, and humbles us. 
We mourn the sins which bring us low, 
which crucified our Lord; and we earn- 
estly strive by His grace to put every evil 
thing from us. 

Not until we reach heaven shall we 
leave behind all those things which rob 
us of joy. In heaven we shall see the 
redeemed, sanctified, and glorified 
Church, adorned and glorious as a bride 
prepared for her husband (Rev. 19:7, 8). 
Sin will be present to tempt and annoy 
us no more; for when we see Him, whom 
we love and adore, we shall be like Him. 


& THAT REALM OF PERENNIAL 
soy, pain will be banished forever. How 
many saints have found consolation and 
strength in‘the promise, “Neither shall 
there be any more pain” (Rev. 21:4). 
Here on earth there are so many 
racked with pain; so many suffering 
from incurable diseases; so many handi- 
capped by blindness, deafness, impedi- 
ment of speech, or loss of a limb. Our 
hospitals in Britain are so full that 
thousands of sick folk are waiting for 
beds to be vacated.

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LL THE PROBLEMS OF MANKIND, when 
traced to their source, may be 
attributed to sin. Take war, for 
example. “From whence come 
wars and fightings among you? 

Come they not hence, even of your lusts 

that war in your members?” (James 4:1). 

Sin must be seen in its true colors and 

repented of. 

Repentance was the keynote of all early 
preaching. “In those days came John 
the Baptist, preaching in the wilderness 
of Judea, and saying, Repent ye: for the 
kingdom of heaven it at hand” (Matt. 
3:1, 2). We read that Jesus said, “I came 
not to call the righteous, but sinners to 
repentance” (Mark 2:17); and again, 
“Jesus came into Galilee, preaching the 
gospel of the kingdom of God, and say- 
ing, The time is fulfilled, and the king- 
dom of God is at hand: repent ye, and 
believe the gospel” (Mark 1:15). 

Evidently the result Christ was look- 
ing for was repentance, for in upbraid- 
ing the cities of Capernaum and Chor- 
azim, He said that if the mighty works 
had been done in Tyre and Sidon that 
were done in them, they would have re- 
pented (Matt. 11:21). When He gave 
the great commission, “That repentance 
and remission of sins should be preached 
in his name among all nations, begin- 
ning at Jerusalem” (Luke 24:47), repent- 
ance had a prominent place. d 

Let us notice if the apostles understoo 
and carried out His instructions. 

At the close of his first sermon, and 
his hearers asked what they were to do, 
Peter answered, “Repent, and be baptized 
every one of you in the name of Jesus 
Christ for the remission of sins” (Acts 
2:38). It is worthy of note that repent- 
ance was put in its proper place—preced- 
ing baptism. 

Let us see if this was part of the 
Pauline theology. In the Mar’s Hill ser- 
mon, Paul said, “And the times of this 
ignorance God winked at; but now com- 
mandeth all men everywhere to repent” 
(Acts 17:30). Again, he said, when he 
stood before King Agrippa and told what

he had been doing, “But showed first 
unto them of Damascus and at Jerusa- 
lem, and throughout all the coasts of 
Judea, and then to the Gentiles, that 
they should repent and turn to God, and 
do works meet for repentance” (Acts 26: 
20). 

We are told that “the goodness of God 
leadeth thee to repentance” (Rom. 2:4). 
“The Lord is not slack concerning his 
promise, as some men count slackness; 
but is longsuffering to usward, not will- 
ing that any should perish, but that all 
should come to repentance”, (II Pet. 3:9). 
Jesus Himself said twice in the same 
chapter, “Except ye repent, ye shall all 
likewise perish” (Luke 13:3, 5). 

In spite of the prominence given this 
doctrine in Scripture, we seldom hear it 
preached anymore. Preachers tell people 
that they ought to join the church, or 
accept Christ, because it is the noble 
thing, because the Lord needs them, be- 
cause their parents were Christians, be- 
cause they will prosper if they do, be- 
cause the church is necessary to the well- 
being of the nation, etc. As a result, 
people come with a patronizing attitude 
to the church and to Christ. Christ does 
not need our patronage. We must real- 
ize that our sin has put us under con- 
demnation, and without the precious 
blood of Christ to cleanse us from that 
sin, we shall perish. No wonder the cali- 
ber of many church members is so ordi- 
nary, when they think they are doing 
God a favor, instead of God saving them. 
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Then there are other teachers who 
would relegate this doctrine to the king- 
dom or apostolic times, or say it is not 
part of the message for this age of grace. 
But I am sure that any open-minded 
Christian who will come to his Bible with 
an unprejudiced mind will see the im- 
portant place God has given repentance. 


Waar IS REPENTANCE? The 
Greek word is metanoeo, which means to 
change one’s mind. This change of mind 
is not simply one of opinion; it goes down 
to the very roots of our being. First, it is 
a change of mind in the generally accept- 
ed interpretation of that phrase. Then it 
is such a profound change of mind that it 
affects the emotions. “The demons be- 
lieve and tremble.” “And as he reasoned 
of righteousness, temperance, and judg- 
ment to come, Felix trembled” (Acts 
24:25). These are only two of several il- 
lustrations that might be chosen from 
Scripture to show that there were many 
who, though they believed certain facts 
and believed them so fully that they were 
affected emotionally, yet they were not 
saved because their will was not brought 
into subjection to God. I believe many 
who come forward in meetings have only 
gone as far as Felix; they believe and 
tremble, but they do not change their 
lives. This is what we are to. do, 
“turn.” This is man’s part and the 
human side of regeneration. Man con- 
verts, God (Continued on page 362)

never will be, a revival with- 
out prayer. Logically the bur- 
den of prayer, individually 


‘and unitedly, will be for in- 


ward cleansing, purging from 
sin, and an inward renewing, 
giving us spiritual conscious- 
ness and Holy Spirit endue- 
ment for service. Then dom- 
inating every other petition, 
because everything is con- 
trolled by Him, should be 
prayer for. and utter depend- 
ence upon the guidance of the 
Holy Spirit. 

We are now living in an age 
in which the Holy Spirit is the 


HE WORD “ORGANIZATION” has a 
rather cold, calculating, mechan- 
ized sound; but nothing goes well 
without organization, and this 
is especially true as we contem- 

plate preparation for a specific evangel- 
istic effort. 

We are well aware of the truth stated 
by Dr. H. C. Mabie, that “there are laws 
higher than natural which control spir- 
itual seasons.” Yet we know, too, that 
through the medium of earnest and 
fervent prayer we can move the heart 
of the One who controls all law, and 
under the mysterious leading of His 
Holy Spirit make the proper preparation 
that will bring the glory of God in re- 
vival with all the blessing that is bound 
up in the word. 

Simply stated, a revival originates in 
the hearts of God’s people. Its origin is 
non-mechanical, and it is born in the 
full passion of souls who become con- 
cerned and anxious over the lack of 
spirituality in themselves, and among 
others who profess to be Christian, and 
who at the same time become desperate- 
ly burdened for the souls of those who 
are lost. Thus, the anxious, burdened 
believer cries out to God for a revival. 

The fundamental prerequisite for re- 
vival is prayer. That is God’s appointed 
means for reviving the spirits of His 
people. There never was, and there 
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only great energizing, life-giv- 

ing, transforming force in the 

world. The Holy Spirit is God 

at work in the world right 

now. That tremendous, un- 
limited power is released only by and in 
answer to fervent, pleading, bleeding, 
compassionate, vicarious, intercessory 
prayer. Organizing for evangelism is for 
the purpose of producing, under the lead- 
ing of the Holy Spirit, a proper atmos- 
phere in which He can do His work of 
conviéting men of sin, righteousness, and 
judgment to come. 

Dr. W. E. Biederwolf has well said: 
“The one essential condition of every 
revival is an atmosphere which most 
powerfully impresses men with the im- 
portance of becoming Christians; most 
powerfully constrains them to this end; 
and at the same time makes it easier 
than it ordinarily would be for them to 
make their decision for God.” The 
secret of every true revival is the cre- 
ation of this atmosphere. 


Whee ABOUT METHODS? The 
necessity of preparation could not be 
better exemplified than in the person 
of John the Baptist, chosen to be the 
forerunner, the one to prepare the way 
for the coming Messiah. The study of 
Church history reveals that one of the 
most important features in the procla- 
mation and propagation of the gospel 
was the easily traveled Roman roads. 
Certainly they are an example of a 
physical vehicle prepared by God, but 


through men, making the spread of the 
gospel possible. 

What is the best method of organiz- 
ing for evangelism? There must be or- 
ganization and program to give definite- 
ness and direction to evangelistic en- 
deavor. Many times an evangelist comes 
to a church only to find everything 
loosely put together, and the congrega- 
tion tragically unprepared. He is ex- 
pected by the sheer power of words and 
personality, plus a lot of hip, hip, hurrah 
sensationalism, to bring a revival. Even 
to think in terms of a revival under such 
circumstances, no matter how fine and 
well pyepared the evangelist may be, is 
ridiculous. If winning the lost is to 
have the pre-eminent place in the pro- 
gram of the church, then the church 
must have definite plans with a real 
organization to give direction and pur- 
pose to its evangelistic effort. 

Proper plans and well directed pro- 
grams have proved profitable in every 
realm of Christian undertaking. How- 
ever, let it be distinctly understood that 
no amount of organizing is a substitute 
for spiritual power. But on the other 
hand, power without a channel or me- 
dium is wasted. Method without power, 
a spiritual factor essential to revival, 
is a locomotive on the track with no 
steam. Power without method is a loco- 
motive with steam in the boiler, but with 
no track upon which to run. However, 
the power of God is never wasted; in 
other words, it is just not given until 
there is a channel through which it can 
be released. The Holy Spirit must have 
an atmosphere in which He can work. 

There is no one method, or pattern, 
that fits all situations. The Holy Spirit 
is not bound by set arrangements. He 
leads “the best way” for the particular 
circumstances. Therefore, the methods 
are not necessarily the same in every 
instance, even as they are not the same 
in every age. Methods should be elastic. 
Just because a method is not ours, cer- 
tainly doesn’t make it wrong. The Holy 
Spirit is not supposed to conform to our 
plans, but rather in humble obedience 
we are to conform to His, and in so do- 
ing are assured of success. Possibly one 
of the tragedies of our time is that we 
are not permitting the Holy Spirit to 
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Evangelistic campaign— 
or a revival— 
which do we want? 


show us new ways to meet new situations. 

In the matter of methods two ex- 
tremes are to be avoided. First, de- 
pendence upon only the human element, 
such as paraphernalia, sensationalism, 
black-life stories, unusual topics, adver- 
tising media, and the exaltation of a 
human personality. There has been and 
is a deteriorating type of evangelistic 
effort, entirely unsuccessful, based on 
just such claptrap. The main idea is to 
create a furor in the community, get 
the crowd, and sign them up so the 
figures will total high. After the emotion 
and commotion is over, and things quiet 
down and normalize, net results are nil. 
This represents the extreme of depend- 
ence entirely upon the human element. 

Second, the opposite extreme is a hy- 
perascetic attitude which completely dis- 
regards all of the channels and media 
of proper announcement and advertising. 
This extreme refuses to use the news- 
papers, radio, printed advertising matter, 
community canvassing, etc. The idea is 
that these are human agencies and God 
does not need them to give a revival. It 
is true that God does not need them, 
but it is also true that God deigns in 
His providence to use them. Certainly 
it is His will that everything humanly 
possible be done in order to reach those 
who need the benefits of a revival. 

It is easily seen that either of these two 
extremes is neither sane nor sensible in 
preparation for a revival. Both are 
doomed to failure. One completely ig- 
nores the spiritual factor, and the other 
completely ignores the human factor. 
Successful organizing for evangelism 
would be a fusion of the two under the 
supervision and guidance of the Holy 
Spirit. Successful organizing for evan- 
gelism balances the human with the 
divine, and brings the two together in 
indivisible oneness—the same oneness as 
the body and the spirit, each a part of 
and essential to the other in the func- 
tion of life; the power operating through 
a definite channel, bringing definite re- 
sults. God gives when we have the ca- 
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pacity to receive. There is no 
limit to God’s power: the limit 
is our capacity. 

There is scriptural warrant 
for changing our methods un- 
til we have the one which is 
adequate and efficient, and it 
has the approval of God. Dr. 
J. Wilbur Chapman, illustrat- 
ing this very thought, told this 
story of himself. He said, “I 
spent one summer on the 
shores of Lake George, and 
was told if I would anchor my 
boat early in the morning at 
a certain point, I would be 
assured of a successful catch 
of fish. I followed instructions 
implicitly, and fished from 
early morning until ten o’clock with 
never a strike. Then the old fisher- 
man who gave me the information came 
out, anchored his boat about twelve feet 
away, and cast his line, with the same 
discouraging results. I saw him bend over 
the boat and work for a little while, and 
then cast his line the second time, and al- 
most instantly had a strike which result- 
ed in a beautiful fish. With open-eyed 
wonder I saw him pull in one after an- 
other for at least an hour. When I asked 
him the secret of his success, without 
stopping he answered, ‘I just changed my 
bait.’ ” 

Let us allow at least that much flex- 
ibility in the methods necessary for 
evangelism that brings results. 


| 5; OF PREPARATION are 
always important. Jesus exemplified to 
all ages that men are won to Him by 
many different ways. Yet all combined 
bring about the same glorious conclu- 
sion, if they are under the guidance and 
leading of the Holy Spirit. The great 
promise of Jesus to us who earnestly de- 
sire to win souls is, “Follow me, and I 
will make you fishers of men.” Perhaps 
one of the first things He will tell us is 
to change our bait.

Coming now to detailed preparation 
for evangelism, it is almost dangerous 
to be specific for fear that men will. 
trust a plan rather than look to Him 
who is the Omnipotent One in back of 
all spiritual efforts. So it will be better 
if we speak of this preparation in terms 
of principles; however, certain details 
cannot be avoided. 

The leadership of the pastor, as the 
shepherd of the flock, puts upon him the 
largest responsibility in the proper prep- 
aration. Perhaps there are exceptions, 
but in most instances the spiritual life 
of any church can be measured by the 
spirituality of its leadership. No pastor 
can take a congregation any deeper 
spiritually than he has been himself. 
So, too, the prepared pastor will lead in 
developing a prepared congregation. 

When contemplating a special evangel- 
istic campaign, the pastor should im- 
mediately assume that with God’s help 
he must prepare his people. His preach- 
ing should be directed to that end. His 
heart should burn with compassion, and 
revival should become the theme of the 
church and every organization in it. A 
flaming light is contagious, and revival 
preparation should logically begin with 
the pastor. Long before the special 
endeavor is (Continued on page 346) 
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ANY PARAGRAPHS HAVE APPEARED in 
the religious press stating that 
there is freedom to preach the 
gospel in the U.SS.R., and 
that permission has been 

granted to distribute God’s Word. Presi- 
dent Roosevelt told newspaper men that 
there was the same freedom of religious 
worship in Russia as in the United States. 

But what are the facts? The leaders 
of the Christian denominations in Great 
Britain forwarded a petition to Moscow 
through M. Maisky, the Soviet ambassa- 
dor in London, asking that religious free- 
dom be granted to the people of Russia. 
Months have passed but no reply has 
been received.

I IRST, WHAT ABOUT BIBLE DIS- 
TRIBUTION? Nothing we write is to be con- 
strued as criticism of brethren “beloved 
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Religious Liberty

of the Lord.” Confusion arises through not 
distinguishing between things that differ. 
Wrong views result from not differentiat- 
ing between the 193 millions within the 
U.S.S.R., and the 40 millions outside the 
Soviet Union. We need to realize the 
difference between conditions in Russia 
proper and those pertaining to internment 
camps in other lands where thousands of 
Russian soldiers are interned. 

Since May, 1929, it has been illegal in 
U.S.S.R. to print, publish, distribute, or 
circulate the Scriptures or any part of 
them. No modification of this law has 
taken place. No permission has been 
granted to distribute God’s Word in Rus- 
sia proper. 

Statements regarding distribution of 
Bibles, New Testaments, and Scripture 
portions in Russian, Ukrainian, and 
other languages used by the Russian 
races in the border states from the Baltic 
to the Balkans, refer particularly to their 
distribution among prisoners of war in 
internment camps in Finland, Germany, 
and other European lands. We rejoice in 
and thank God for this extension of the 
ministry of the Word. 

When Russian soldiers were first taken 
prisoners and interned in Finland, San- 
frid Mattson, of Jacobstaadt, cabled to 
the Scripture Gift Mission in London 
that so many demands had been made 
by these soldiers for Bibles in their own 
tongue that stocks were exhausted. The 
Scripture Gift Mission turned to the 
Russian Missionary Society, because we 
printed the largest edition of Russian 
Bibles that ever came off the press--

eighty-one thousand copies. We sent 
two consignments of five hundred each of 
Russian Bibles from Riga to Finland. 
Thousands of New Testaments and Gos- 
pels of John were dispatched. The de- 
mand developed. So the Scripture Gift 
Mission and the British and Foreign 
Bible Society jointly agreed to print a 
new edition to meet it, but could not ob- 
tain the paper. The American Bible So- 
ciety stepped into the breach. Dr. Louie 
D. Newton, of Atlanta, Ga., honorary 
assistant secretary of the Baptist World 
Alliance, was appealed to for $3,250 to 
cover the cost of providing thirty thou- 
sand copies of the New Testament for 
Russian prisoners of war. But Southern 
Baptists raised $15,328. Other funds for 
the same purpose came in and the Ameri- 
can Bible Society has thus been enabled 
to greatly extend its ministry of Bible 
distribution through its chief agent in 
Geneva, Switzerland, and his and their 
colleagues and other organizations in the 
many lands in which Russian prisoners 
are found. 

The work has not been confined to 
Russians. All nationalities have had their 
needs supplied. Scriptures have been dis- 
tributed in a dozen languages. Scrip- 
ture booklets and tracts have also been 
circulated. The work has grown by 
leaps and bounds. There is no shortage 
of printing paper in Finland. One Fin- 
nish organization alone claims to have 
issued two million copies of the Gospels 
in Russian, White Russian, Ukrainian, 
Polish, Turkish, and German. The 
American Bible Society’s Russian issue 
is the New Testament and Psalms. All 
this wonderful work, in which we rejoice, 
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and in support of which we solicit your 
prayers, is among peoples outside Russia 
proper. But when Russian war prison- 
ers are liberated and free to return to 
their land, thousands of Russian Bibles, 
Testaments, and Gospels will go back 
with them! Who can measure the might 
of the resultant ministry? So pray, 
brethren, pray! 

When the German forces drove the 
Russian army back into the U.S.S.R., the 
artificial boundary that divided the 
White Russians and Ukrainians on what 
was the Soviet side from their compatri- 
ots on the Polish side, our brethren were 
able to distribute the large stocks of 
Scriptures which we had on the Polish 
side of Ukrainia in Russia, from which 
the Word had been banned. There is 
still interplay, interaction, and interpene- 
tration. The door is wide open! When 
the Russian mechanical military roller 
rolls back the Nazi army, that door will 
again be closed. 

The German government, through its 
chief official at Geneva, has issued offi- 
cial authority for the distribution of the 
Scriptures, and especially in Russian, 
among the many languages used by the 
prisoners in internment camps in Ger- 
many and German-occupied lands. What 
an opportunity! 


I S THERE RELIGIOUS LIBERTY IN 
Russia? To answer this question com- 
pletely would require more space than is 
available. For instance, a case could be 
made out in justification of the original 
action of the government against religious 
propaganda; quite a good case had the 
government actually practiced its prin- 
ciple and prohibited both religious and 
anti-religious teaching until its children 
reached years of discretion. But we face 
facts. Religious propaganda was forbid- 
den and every favor shown and facility 
afforded for anti-religious propaganda. 
From the official constitution we quote: 

“Article 124. In order to insure to 
citizens freedom of conscience, the 
Church in the U.S.S.R. is separated 
from the State, and the school from 
the Church. Freedom of religious 
worship and freedom of anti-religious 
propaganda is recognized for all citi- 
zens.” (The italics are ours.) 

Note the change of language and 
meaning. Why is freedom of propaganda 
restricted to “anti-religious”? Why has 
the circulation of the Scriptures been 
banned? Why is the printing or the 
importation of religious books, periodi- 
cals, articles, etc., prohibited? 

“Article 125. In conformity with 
the interests of the toilers, and in or- 
der to strengthen the socialist sys- 
tem, the citizens of the U.S.S.R. are 
guaranteed by law: (a) freedom of 
speech; (b) freedom of the press; 
(c) freedom of assembly and of hold- 
ing mass meetings; (d) freedom of 
street processions and demonstra- 
tions.” 

These rights of citizens are insured 
by placing at the disposal of the toilers 
and their organizations, printing presses, 
stocks of paper, public buildings, the 
streets, means of communication and 
other material requisites for the exercise 
of these rights. Why only in the inter- 
ests of the toilers and their organiza- 
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tions? Why are these facilities forbidden 
the few registered churches that remain 
open? 

We may hope and pray that friendship 
and co-operation may develop between 
our Russian allies and ourselves, but mis- 
conceptions will not help—they will only 
hinder; we must not gloss over facts. 
Russia has not recognized religious lib- 
erty, as we understand it, either in prin- 
ciple or practice. Religious services may 
be held only in the few registered places 
allotted, and the ministers may not min- 
ister elsewhere. No literature except that 
absolutely essential to the conduct of 
public worship is permitted on the prem- 
ises, nor may the church have a library. 
Children’s services, Sunday schools, or 
classes for the instruction of children in 
religion are prohibited. No Bible study 
groups may be formed. No social service 
is permitted. But why add more? 

What is true of churches and ministers 
applies also to mosques and moulvies, to 
synagogues and rabbis. It is illegal for 
any teacher in school, college, or uni- 
versity to enter a place of worship. When 
a pastor dies, the congregation may not 
appoint another, and the church is 
closed automatically. In actual fact all 
that makes for reality and warmth in 
worship is forbidden, and only routine 
ritual remains. 

Obviously, where there are only three 
churches remaining ‘open for a popula- 
tion of two and a quarter million people 
—as in one Siberian city—there are 
enough folks desiring to perform their 
religious rites to fill those three build- 
ings at Easter and Christmas; so that 
it is simplicity itself to publish photo- 
graphs of churches full to overflowing. 
But it is a fallacy to argue from the par- 
ticular to the general. 


‘be THIRD INTERNATIONALE has 
been dissolved. This has been heralded 
with a great flourish of trumpets as indi- 
cating a change of 
heart and ideas, a 
reversal of commu- 
nistic policy and pro- 
gram. But the fact is 
that Internationale 
has not been func- 
tioning since the out- 
break of war; nor 
could it. The Comin- 
tern was moribund. 
With the central ex- 
ecutive committee 
and the party behind 
it, the Soviet govern- 
ment buried the 
corpse, and then very 
astutely made capital 
out of it by broad- 
casting the funeral 
announcement and 
allowing her allies to 
construe the happen- 
ing in Russia’s favor. 

Sunday as a day of 
rest has been restored 
to the Russian peo- 
ple. But why? Cer- 
tainly not because 
of its religious sig- 
nificance. The five 





and six-day week plan failed. Just as 
after the French Revolution when the 
government substituted a ten-day for a 
seven-day week, human and industrial 
reasons compelled them to return to the 
one day’s rest in seven, so the Soviet 
government found it expedient in pur- 
suit of their material program to go 
back to a seven-day week. Emilyan 
Yaroslavsky, the leader of Bezboznik 
(the Godless) protested. He stated that 
restoring Sunday as a day of rest was 
supporting the religion to which they 
were Officially opposed, and suggested 
they make another day the day of rest, 
to which Stalin and company replied 
that it was impossible, because the people 
in the far-flung provinces, in spite of 
government decrees, had never ceased to 
observe Sunday as a day of rest. 

Prior to the revolution, Moscow had a 
population of approximately two million. 
Sacrificing the former capital (St. Peters- 
burg, Petrograd, Leningrad) in order to 
build up Moscow, the new capital, there 
are now about four and a half millions 
in the city on the Muskawa. When the 
revolution broke out there were in the 
city 1,636 Greek Orthodox churches (of 
which the Russian State Church was a 
branch). On Easter Monday the Soviet 
cable censor permitted the statement to 
girdle the globe that “the twenty-six 
churches in Moscow were full to over- 
flowing” on the previous day. Of course, 
out of four and a half million there were 
enough wanting to “perform their re- 
ligious rites” to fill twenty-six buildings! 

It is true that Russia is so intent on 
the intense prosecution of the war that 
she has no time to give to the persecution 
of religious peovle. Hence there is a de- 
cided decrease in the actual restrictions 
placed upon religious worship. We can 
and must hope and pray for a better day 
to dawn when the comparative freedom 
of religious worship enjoyed by all other 
countries except US.S.R. may be 
matched by a (Continued on page 366)

ILLIAM F. SrraG was Moody’s 

second pioneer missionary 

to Borneo (1935). “While at 

school,” wrote Mr. Sirag, re- 

ferring to his days at the 
Moody Bible Institute, “I spent much 
time in the library in order to enlighten 
myself on the need and conditions of 
the mission fields of the world. 

“One day I was rummaging through a 
pile of missionary literature and found 
a booklet called The Pioneer. I feasted 
on the contents of this book as though 
a rich meal were spread before me. At 
first, a feeling of awe struck my heart 
that no one from the Moody Bible In- 
stitute had ever gone to Borneo.* In 
the second place, I felt that to be the 
field to which the Lord hs called me.” 

This was evident, too, when Mr. Sirag 
made application to a mission board and 
was at once accepted. He began doing 
deputation work in behalf of Borneo and 
her great need of the gospel. However, 
doors, so wide open for him to go to 
that field, began to close. To quote Mr. 
Sirag: “I was much in prayer. The 
whole church [the Madison Avenue Bap- 
tist Church of Paterson, N.J.] prayed 
with me, that soon I would be thrust 
forth in a way of God’s choosing. Final- 
ly, the Lord answered prayer and the 
route by which I was finally led to 
Borneo was via the Canary Islands.” 

There Mr. Sirag found a helpmate and 
companion for the tedious years ahead 
as a pioneer missionary to Borneo. Syl- 
via Cushing, a graduate of Northwestern 
Bible Institute, was the woman of God’s 
choice. She was truly “a good soldier 
of Jesus Christ.” 

Soon after they decided it was the 
Lord’s will for them to marry, the revolu- 
tion in Spain reached the point where 
these ambassadors of the Lord felt they 
must leave the islands. 

“Periods of dark, 
mysterious opposi- 
tion were. followed by 
wonderful blessing, in 
which God’s hand 
could plainly be 
seen,” wrote Mr. 
Sirag. “Instead of re- 
turning to the Unit- 
ed States, we decid-

ed to enter the open door by sailing 
direct to London.” 

They did not know a soul in this 
great city. “But God,” in His infinite 
love and wisdom, caused them to find 
friends within an hour or so after their 
arrival. Mr. and Mrs. Ebenezer Vine took 
the young couple into their home, and 
told them of their deep interest in mis- 
sions—especially Borneo! 

For a few years previous to this time, 
Mr. Vine had been praying about a dis- 
trict of West Borneo, where native 
Dyaks, “babes in Christ,” had been left 
without a leader or teacher, at the death 
of Miss Greet van’t Eind in 1935. She 
had labored there alone, teaching the 
Word of life to the natives. Souls had 
been won to the Lord; but the physical 
and spiritual strain of living in this field 
was so great that she literally “laid down 
her life for her brethren.” For two and 
a half years following, no one could be 
found who was willing to take up this 
difficult task. 

Mr. Sirag wrote the following quota- 
tion when speaking of their call to this 
work. “We saw that to launch out into 
the deep, resting in God’s promises, was 
the way of His choosing.” So, in June, 
1937, Mr. and Mrs. Sirag cast themselves 
on the Lord to guide, provide, and pro- 
tect them as they set sail for Christ 
and Borneo. They reached their destina- 
tion, the city of Singkawang, on the 
western coast of Borneo, just one month 
and three days after leaving London. 


Fr TWO MONTHS, these mis- 
sionaries studied the Malayan language 
and spied out the land. Then they moved 
into an unfinished house in the jungle. 
No directions had been left to help lo- 
cate the Christian Dyaks. Their only 
clue was the port of landing and a few 
letters in which Miss van’t Eind had 
mentioned the names of three converts, 
Oejang, Ranti, and Dak. 

One day, Mr. Sirag set out on foot 
through the jungle accompanied by his 
Bible, a hammock, and his God. Mon- 
keys swung from the great cocoanut 
trees; parrots screeched their greeting 
to him. Suddenly there appeared the 
figure of a native approaching him on 
the path. After a little conversation, 
Mr. Sirag found that this man knew 
Oejang, one of the faithful Christians. 





It was like finding a needle in a hay- 
stack! But God has said, “Call unto me, 
and I will answer thee, and show thee 
great and mighty things” (Jer. 33:3). 

This native led Sirag to the village 
where Oejang lived. The Dyaks pleaded 
with him to stay and teach them. They 
walked miles to the meetings. Many 
turned from their idols and evil ways and 
head hunting “to serve the living and 
true God; and to wait for his Son from 
heaven” (I Thess. 1:9, 10). Many were 
baptized and withstood great testings 
and persecution. Christians were en- 
couraged, built up in the faith, and even- 
tually a church was built by native labor 
and funds. 

The tests and proofs of the Lord’s 
faithfulness to Mr. and Mrs. Sirag were 
many. The final test of their faith came 
after two and a half years of pioneering, 
accompanied by insufficient food and 
rest. Both were so broken in body they 
had to make their choice, that of laying 
down their lives on the field as their 
predecessor had done, or to leave these 
sheep without a shepherd by returning 
home. 


| MUCH PRAYERFUL CON- 
SIDERATION, they planned to return to 
America; then they could give specific 
directions for others to go. They sought 
the Lord for funds with which to re- 
turn, and believed Him for the answer. 
They packed their few belongings and 
moved to the coast to await the mail 
boat. When the boat arrived, Mr. and 
Mrs. Sirag, with their two baby sons, 
were waiting on the dock. The mail was 
distributed and there was a letter with 
funds sufficient for only one to return 
(the babies could travel free). Mrs. 
Sirag was in such a serious condition 
that it was decided that she should re- 
turn on the boat with the two babies. 
Mr. Sirag would leave at a later date. 
What a sad parting that must have been! 

Mr. Sirag had expected to follow, but 
he never came. For nearly two years, 
these brave warriors of the Cross were 
separated by thousands of miles and 
the impassable gulf of illness. Shortly 
after Mrs. Sirag’s departure it was dis- 
covered that her husband had tuber- 
culosis. He was taken to the Nether- 
lands government hospital in Batavia 
for treatment, where doctors pronounced 
him incurable. 

In the meantime, Mrs. Sirag had wel- 
comed another little son into the fam- 
ily. When her health had improved suf- 
ficently for her to return to Borneo, the 
clouds of war were beginning to darken 
the skies of the Southwest Pacific. Twice 
the passport was refused. America could 
not allow her people to travel these dan- 
gerous waters. But the Lord was fulfill- 
ing all the good pleasure of His will. 
On October 20, 1940, the passport came, 
and within fifteen days, the funds, out- 
fit, and the care of baby David at home 
had been provided. A cable had been 
received that God had healed Mr. Sirag. 

In November’ the two older children 
sailed with Mrs. Sirag. For two months, 
they traveled enemy-infested waters 
safely under the Father’s watchful care.

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ROM A CHRISTIAN LAYMAN’S VIEW- 
POINT, Observation of the post- 
war plans of a modern business 
provoke thought and present a 
challenge. 

There is hardly a business organiza- 
tion worthy of the name that is not 
thinking in terms of what is going to 
happen when this war ends. All are 
trying to anticipate the conditions that 
may prevail, and are planning ways and 
means to meet them in order to survive. 

It is true that some plans may go 
awry. Surely some of the guesses will 
be wrong, but just as surely those or- 
ganizations that do some thinking and 
planning will be better prepared to meet 
the changing conditions than those that 
just sit, hope, and wait, and never plan 
at all. Business organizations that do 
not keep up with the times just drift or 
fall behind. Could not the Church learn 
something from business in this respect? 

At no time within the memory of this 
generation has there been the wide- 
spread interest in spiritual things as 
now, particularly by those ordinarily 
not at all interested. 

Our secular publications; trade papers, 
and advertising agencies are quick to 
follow and capitalize on public trends 
and opinions. When one Chicago daily 
newspaper has two full columns on its 
front page and two large cartoons, all in 
one issue, devoted to spiritual themes, 
that is news. 

The story, “Other Hands Than Mine,” 
in the Reader’s Digest and the Life mag- 
azine story of the Rickenbacker rescue 
created wide reader interest. Men who 
never spoke of spiritual things invited 
conversation about them. 

Note the spiritual trend in the adver- 
tisements—children praying, suggestions 
of God and the Bible. The Saturday 
Evening Post has carried a full page 
ad about the Bible. 

The people doing this are not evan- 
gelists. They are hardheaded business 
men, but they keep posted on what peo- 
ple are thinking about, and they know 
how to strike a common note of interest 
and contact. 

It is true the Lord may come before 
the war ends, but He may not. Is not 
this the time for the Church to do some 
thinking and planning about what is to 
be done to take advantage of this trend 
now, and conditions that will prevail in 
the postwar period? Will the Church 
be ready to follow through? 


Phew ABOUT THE BOYS who 
have gone to war? They will be different 
men when they return. Quite likely those 
who were saved and had a good founda- 
tion and background before they left, 
will faithfully take up where they left 
off and will be the better for their ex- 
perience. They may present no problem. 

But how about the others, the babes 
in Christ, born again just before they 
went away or during their experience 
in the armed forces? Many of these 
may never have attended a church and 
don’t know that life. Shall we sit sedate- 
ly by in our usual manner and wait for 
them to come to our regular formal 
services? If they come and want to 
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join us, shall we awe them and scare 
them away with our formal statements 
and questions of theology? 

When Christ said, “Come unto me, all 
ye that labor and are heavy laden,” He 
meant them to come. Many might come 
who know little of theology, doctrine, 
or the Christian life as such, but they 
may be seeking the rest Christ offered. 

Can we meet these men, take them at 
their word, and bring them to the place 
where they can meet the requirements of 
acceptance into our fellowship? The 
question is, Will the churches be pre- 
pared to meet the men’s need, or will 
they fail to take advantage of their 
opportunity? 

The popularity of servicemen’s centers, 
particularly Christian centers where men 
can go at all hours for Christian fellow- 
ship, guidance, or help, should be an in- 
dication of a desire that seeks fulfillment. 
Perhaps the churches could carry on 
some such activity as a beginning. Where 
now can a man go late on a week night 
if he felt the need of spiritual fellow- 
ship or advice? The average Protestant 
church is open or available only a few 
hours during the week. The investment 
is idle too many hours. The young peo- 
ple are seeking fellowship elsewhere. It 
would seem that there could be some 
way of supplementing or expanding the 
usefulness of the average church. 

Perhaps the solution to the problem is 
difficult, but surely if the great spirit- 
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ual leaders of the Church put their 
minds together they can plan to pro- 
vide a way to reach these men who are 
seeking a better way of life. As with 
the business plans one sees in almost 
every trade paper, none may have the 
perfect solution, but they all would stim- 
ulate thought, and some worthy ideas of 
lasting benefit would result. 

Surely we should be thinking about 
the problem of how to win these young 
men to Christ. It may be that the 
churches too will find they require other 
methods than “business as usual” in 
the postwar period.

But were there not divine- 
ly-wrought heavenly qualities also? What 
about his patient, uncomplaining service 
for fourteen years, without wages, in 
order fo have his beloved Rachael?

And 
what about the six years when Jacob

times by Laban? He bore his burden 
silently all that time. Thus he fore- 
shadowed Him who was silent in the 
hands of the shearers.

How meekly he accepted the suffering 
path the envy of his brethren brought 
him into! And how skillfully he recov- 
ered them to a right mind about their 
evil deed to him!

Moses 


He said distinctly that the Anointed 
of the Lord was to be like unto him

ingness to be blotted out of God’s book 
for the sinning people, Israel. Was not 
this the fruit of the Spirit of the aton- 
ing Messiah, offering Himself for our 
sins as One who took our blame and 
shame upon His holy heart? 
We cannot leave out 


David 


The Spirit of the Messiah wrought 
powerfully in the royal psalmist of Israel, 
the elect ancestor of the messianic seed. 
He would not avenge himself when it 
was within his power. He waited pa- 
tiently for recognition during the weary 
years of his wanderings when the de- 
posed Saul hunted him. : 

He must have been a man of unusual 
charm of personality. He attracted the 
distressed and derelicts of Israel to him 
when in the cave of Adullam, and be- 
came their captain.

HE VICARIOUS BLOOD ATONEMENT OF 
Christ does not stand unchal- 
lenged in the Christian Church 
today. But despite the cham- 
pioning of the hundred and one 
theories which have been offered as sub- 
stitutes for the orthodox interpretation of 
the effect of the Saviour’s death upon sin, 
the undeniable fact remains that every 
explanation of His sacrifice on Calvary 
which is submitted in its stead manifests 
its insufficiency when it comes to the 
question of guilt. The substitutionary 
blood sacrifice alone is adequate to re- 
move guilt. 
According to the dictionary, guilt is 


“the fact of having committed a breach’ 


of conduct, especially such as violates 
law and incurs a penalty.” Thus guilt is 
the fact of having violated law, whether 
it be the ordinance of man which is 
broken or the statute of God which is 
transgressed. Since God has revealed 
His law and all have sinned, all are 
guilty and deserving of the penalty 
which guilt incurs. Unless the believer 
is pronounced guiltless, whatever else 
may be done for him, he must still pay 
the penalty of spiritual death. The effect 
of Christ’s death must be to remove 
guilt, or it proves itself to be inadequate. 

To discover whether guilt can be re- 
moved on any other basis than that of 
blood sacrifice, we turn not to the 
creeds of the Church or to the pages of 
theological textbooks, but to the familiar 
words of Christ Himself in the parable 
of the Pharisee and the publican (Luke 
18:9-14). In this well known story, 
which came from the lips of our Lord, 
we learn the one way by which the sin- 
ner is held guiltless. 


1. IS SAID BY THE HOLY SPIRIT 
in the introduction (v. 9), that Jesus 
spoke this parable “unto certain which 
trusted in themselves that they were 
righteous.” The meaning of righteous in 
the original is “guiltless.” So Christ told 
this parable to those who held themselves 
guiltless. In their own estimation they 
had not violated God’s law, and therefore 
were not deserving of the penalty. 

The two men whose actions in the tem-

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ple are described in this story are the 
Pharisee, a member of the sect which in- 
sisted upon rigid law observance, and the 
publican, one of that despised band of 
taxgatherers who mulcted their own kin- 
folk for the rulers in Rome. However, 
it is not the men, but rather their pray- 
ers, to which attention is drawn. 

The Pharisee thanks God that he is 
not as other men. Among other things 
he says, “I thank thee, that Iam not... 
unjust.” This is the summation of his 
prayer. Now this word “unjust” is also 
a legal term. The standard lexicon in- 
forms us that it is “descriptive of one 
who breaks God’s law.” In other words, 
this man is thanking God that he has 
not broken the law, that he is guiltless! 
He voices gratitude that he is not guilty, 
and therefore not worthy of penalty. 

Although the publican’s prayer is 
shorter, it is obviously more important. 
What did this man pray? His petition is, 
“God be merciful to me [the] sinner.” 
The definite article “the” is found pre- 
ceding the word “sinner” in the Greek. 
What is meant by these pleading words? 

Examine the word “sinner” first. It 
is literally, the guilty one. Thus, while 
the Pharisee prays, “I thank thee that 
I am not guilty,” the publican pleads, 
“God be merciful to me the guilty one!” 
It is thus all a matter of guilt. The first 
man claims that he has not violated 
God’s law, while the second confesses 
the fact of his transgression. One man 
judges himself guiltless, while the other 
admits his guilt. 

But what does the guilty publican ask 
of God? “God be merciful to me.” The 
verb “to be merciful” employed by Christ 
here means to appease, to ren- 
der propitious, or to make 
atonement for. It is used just 
twice in the New Testament, 
the other place being Hebrews 
2:17: “That he [Christ] might 
be a merciful and faithful high 
priest in things pertaining to 
God, to make reconciliation for 
the sins of the people.” Thus 
it is a word associated with the 
priesthood. 


oh THE Day oF 
ATONEMENT the mercy seat was 
sprinkled with the blood of 
atonement, so that when God 
looked upon that seat He saw, 


not the law, but the blood which covered. 
He did not see His law which had been 
transgressed by the people, which trans- 
gression made them guilty, for the blood 
covered that. So Dr. Scofield’s paraphrase 
of the publican’s prayer, “Be toward me 
as thou art when thou lookest upon the 
atoning blood,” is correct. This man 
confesses his guilt and prays that he 
might be considered in God’s sight as 
covered by the blood of atonement. 

With what result? Christ concludes 
the parable with these words: “TI tell 
you, this man Went down to his house 
justified rather than the other” (v. 14). 
The word “justified” here is full of mean- 
ing. The literal rendering would be, 
“I tell you, this man went down to his 
house having been and continuing to be 
held guiltless rather than the other.” 
His guilt had been cared for! 

What a wealth of meaning this fa- 
miliar parable holds for those who have 
come to Christ for personal salvation 
through His shed blood. The Lord here 
teaches that the individual who con- 
fesses his guilt and pleads only the aton- 
ing blood of the God-approved and God- 
provided sacrifice is held guiltless. There 
is no other way by which the soul that 
has violated God’s law may be pro- 
nounced not guilty. 


“Guilty, vile, and helpless we; 
Spotless Lamb of God was He; 
‘Full atonement!’ can it be? 
Hallelujah! what a Saviour!”

FREEDOM OF SPEECH AND 
EVANGELISM 

HEN Mr. Roosevelt, in his message 

to Congress in 1941, defined “four 
essential freedoms” as the necessary 
foundation for the postwar world, he 
provided the British people with a sub- 
ject of endless discussion. Politicians 
have been largely preoccupied with the 
consideration of freedom from want and 
freedom from fear (of war), but the 
press and the pulpit over here have 
given, I am glad to say, rather more at- 
tention to the two higher ideals—free- 
dom of speech and expression, and free- 
dom of worship. 

The course of events in other lands has 
convinced us that a free press and a free 
pulpit must stand or fall together. In 
this country wartime regulations directly 
affect editors and journalists much more 
than they bind preachers, particularly in 
regard to censorship. Censorship of Brit- 
ish newspapers and periodicals is a 
voluntary arrangement. Its application 
is restricted almost entirely to insuring 
that information of value to the enemy, 
or otherwise endangering the security 
of the State, is either not published at 
all, or deferred until it can do no harm. 
The expression of opinion, however, is 
quite unfettered. 

Oné of our ablest writers has said that 
“the problem of the press today is the 
central problem of modern democracy.” 
Within limits, I believe that statement 
is profoundly true. I say “within limits,” 
for by a free press I do not mean an ir- 
responsible press. What differentiates 
liberty from license is the acceptance of 
responsibility. 

What is the main function of a news- 
paper? All good journalists would agree 
that it is to serve the truth without fear 
or favor, and to comment fairly upon 
all aspects of public life and activity. 

“Opinion is free, but facts are sacred.” 
The gathering and selling of news is a 
public trust, and if regard for truth does 
not take priority over questions of finan- 
cial profit, circulation, or popularity, 
then by so much is that public trust be- 
trayed. Judged by this standard, it can- 
not be said that newspapers in our dem- 
ocratic countries have always lived up to 
this ideal. An irresponsible press, there- 
fore, endangers the liberty of the State. 

A free press and an unfettered pulpit 
are intolerable to a totalitarian régime. 
Dictators regard newspapers as a depart- 





ment of State, as yet another instrument 
of oppression, to be tolerated only if they 
continually din into the minds of the 
masses what their leader wishes them 
to believe. : 

We have deliberately linked press and 
pulpit in this connection, because in the 
last analysis it is freedom of conscience 
which gives value to liberty of speech 
and expression. That is why John Milton 
exclaimed, “Give me the liberty to know, 
to utter, and to argue fréely according 
to conscience, above all liberties.” Such 
freedom is not a license to say or write 
anything we like, but the liberty to ut- 
ter the truth which in our conscience we 
feel impelled to express. 

For the Christian believer, freedom of 
speech is a divine urge, springing from 
loyalty to Christ. Peter and John, when 
commanded by the rulers, elders, and 
scribes in Jerusalem “not to speak at all 
nor teach in the name of Jesus,” gave 
a reply that has become the classic ex- 
ample for martyr witnesses down the 
ages: “Whether it be right in the 
sight of God to hearken unto you rather 
than unto God, judge ye; for we cannot 
but speak the things which we saw and 
heard” (Acts 4:19, 20). 

Freedom to declare the truth as it is 
in Jesus is vital to evangelism. “Even 
as we have been approved of God to be 
intrusted with the gospel, so we speak, 
not as pleasing men, but God who 
proveth our hearts” (I Thess. 2:4). The 
gospel is news; it is the “good news” 
of the grace of God, and of how sinful 
men may be delivered from the thraldom 
of sin. “If, therefore, the Son shall 
make you free, ye shall be free indeed” 
(John 8:36). How true that is! Horace 
Greeley must have had our Lord’s words 
in mind when he affirmed: “It is im- 
possible to enslave mentally or socially, 
a Bible-reading people. The principles 
of the Bible are the ere: of 
human freedom.”

ruary (1941), a cable assured those at 
home of their safe arrival and reunion, 
just before the fall of Java. 

The last letter from Mr. Sirag was re- 
ceived in January, 1942, written just be- 
fore the occupation of Batavia by the 
Japanese. He said, “I have [since going 
to Borneo] discovered the only way ad- 
vances are made in the interest of a 
pioneer field is to suffer on that field. 
The offering of statistics to prove the 
need of a field was all right as a method 
used in the Bible Institute, but I have 
since realized that it is my duty and 
calling to sacrifice, ‘to spend and be 
spent,’ and God will take care of the 
rest.” 

The Lord alone knows just what may 
be included in those words “the rest”— 
possibly a concentration camp. No com- 
munication has been possible for almost 
two years. But we look to God, “who 
delivered [them] from so great a death, 
and doth deliver: in whom we trust that 
he will yet deliver . .. ye also helping 


together by prayer” (II Cor. 1: 10, 11).

HERE AND THERE 
II 


“If thou be the Son of God, command 
that these stones be made bread” (Matt. 
4:3). The word “if” in the Greek text is 
ei (ei), which speaks of a fulfilled condi- 
tion. The idea is “since” or “in view of 
the fact that thou art the Son of God.” 
Satan believed in the deity of Jesus of 
Nazareth, and he believed that therefore 
He could perform miracles. But when 
Satan says, “All these things will I give 
thee, if thou wilt fall down and worship 
me” (v. 9), Matthew uses éd» (ean) , which 
speaks of an unfulfilled condition. Satan 
was sure that Jesus was the second Per- 
son of the Triune God, but he was not 
so sure that Jesus would worship him. 

“Have ye received the Holy Ghost since 
ye believed?” (Acts 19:2). The inference 
is that the Holy Spirit is not given the 
believer at the moment he receives the 
Lord Jesus as Saviour, but is caused to 
take up His residence in the believer 
some time after that person is saved. 
From this has arisen a great deal of con- 
fusion. The word “believed” is the trans- 
lation of mrebcartes (pisteusantes), an 
aorist participle, its classification, a caus- 
al participle, which latter is defined as 
follows: this particip'e denotes that 
which is the ground of action in the main 
verb. The main verb is “received.” The 
ground of the reception of the Spirit is 
the faith the sinner places in Christ. The 
translation should read, “Did ye receive 
the Holy Spirit, having believed?” 

“Who hold the truth in unrighteous- 
ness” (Rom. 1:18). The word “hold” is 
the translation of xaréxw (katecho), 
which means “to hold down.” The truth 
which the entire race is holding down is 
the fact of a God of eternal power and 
of divine attributes, who because He is 
what He is, should be accorded worship. 
This truth is seen clearly through the 
created universe which demands such a 
Being for its creation. The human race 
is holding this truth down in the sense 
that it refuses to worship its Creator. 

“Did not like to retain God in their 
knowledge” (Rom. 1:28). The word “like” 
is the translation of dox:uatw (dokimazo), 
which refers to the act of putting some- 
one to the test by examining him in 
order that one might put his approval 
upon that person if the latter meets the 
specifications demanded by the one put- 
ting him to the test. The word was used 
of the act of examining candidates for 
the degree of doctor of medicine. What 
an indictment against the human race. 
After God had revealed Himself to the 
fallen race as its Creator, and the race 
clearly saw this truth, mankind scanned 
God for the purpose of putting its stamp 
of approval upon Him as the Being who 
should be worshiped, and finding that He 
did not meet its specifications, turned 
to the worship of those false gods which 
satisfied its totally depraved nature.

A MIGHTY MOVEMENT OF 
THE SPIRIT OF GOD 


VW Jaen the Italians conquered Ethi- 


opia eight years ago, they at-_ 


tempted to stamp out the evangelical 
faith with a strong arm, expelling all 
Protestant missionaries and confiscating 
mission property. But during the years 
of occupation, news filtered through 
which showed that the Lord Himself was 
taking a hand against the invaders. The 
seed sown by the missionaries was bear- 
ing abundant fruit, resulting in a most 
amazing movement that neither threat- 
enings nor death could repress. 

Now that Ethiopia is again free, the 
doors are opening for the return of the 
missionaries. And what do they find? 
Listen to part of a story told by Rev. G. 
W. Playfair, of the Sudan Interior Mis- 
sion, who recently paid a visit to the land, 
having conferences with the emperor and 
going in person to the remote territory 
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“When the Italians 
came in they soon became aware of this 
movement and called the leader from 
time to time for questioning. The move- 
ment increased, but being in the farms, 
the authorities did not know of its far- 
reaching effects. ‘The wind bloweth where 
it listeth, but thou canst not tell whence 
it cometh or whither it goeth.’ Finally the 
church became so large it could not be 
hidden, and fifty leaders were arrested 
from all over the countryside, taken to 
Soddu and there received up to one hun- 
dred stripes each, one receiving four 
hundred lashes—and he lives to tell it. 
Their backs were lacerated so that they 
could not lie on them for months. As 
they languished in prison, three of them 
died. At intervals the Romish priest 
came around to see if they were prepared 
to kiss the crucifix and adore Mary. Had 
they become Roman Catholics, they 
would have at once obtained their free- 
dom, which shows that the persecution 





was of the Roman Church and that these 
were not political prisoners. They were 
taunted, scorned, mocked and laughed at. 
A few weak ones fell under the terrible 
trial, but the great majority stood true 
to their Lord and faced death rather 
than yield. 

“Friends had to bring food to feed 
them, and as they met outside iail walls, 
they prayed for their release, at which 
the rulers mocked by saying, ‘Are your 
prayers answered?’ When the answer 
was negative (concerning the freedom of 
the Christian leaders) , the Italians would 
say, ‘We are your God’ and would toss 
small coins to them saying, ‘See, we sup- 
ply you!’ No, their prayers were not an- 
swered then; but the angel of the Lord 
was on his way! 

“The Italians burned their churches, so 
the remaining believers held their serv- 
ices at night; even baptisms were held 
after nightfall. When the persecution 
was at its height, one pagan father of a 
Gudeila Christian boy of eight years said, 
‘What shall we do; the Italians will kill 
us.’ The boy replied, ‘No, father, they will 
kill me for I am a Christian, but they 
will save you because you are not a 
Christian.’ One father and grown son 
had started holding services in one area 
and had gathered a group of followers. 
They were reported to the Italians, ar- 
rested, led off to Jimma, and never seen 
by their friends again—perhaps shot; 
perhaps died in prison; perhaps sold to 
Arabs and have gone into slavery. 

“While the prisoners prayed and mul- 
titudes of friends prayed, and while 
they encouraged themselves in the Lord, 
knowing that Christ had said, ‘In the 
world ye shall have tribulation,’ one day 
what would otherwise have been a terri- 
fying experience took place. They heard 
the noise of planes, the screaming of 
bombs, the pit-pit-pit of machine guns. 
The planes of the Allies were overhead; 
the Italians fled in confusion; the South 
Africans and others entered; the prison 
doors were opened and God’s suffering 
people were free! The Lord did answer 
prayer and answered abundantly above 
what they had asked. They only asked 
for freedom, but their very persecutors 
were forever gone.

IN NAZI-RIDDEN BELGIUM 

“When the history of the Belgium Gos- 
pel Mission during the war can be pub- 
lished, it will be the story of a long suc- 
cession of deliverances. When one source 
dried up, another started to gush forth.” 
Proof of God’s watchful care over His 
work and His servants lies in the fact 
that, after nearly two years since the last 
funds from America reached the mission 
in Brussels, the proclamation of the gos- 
pel message and the distribution of God’s 
Holy Word still goes on. To the best of 
the writer’s knowledge (items of informa- 
tion continue to reach him from Belgium 
through various channels) about sixty- 
five or seventy of our mission posts are 
still in operation, including the large 
headquarters at Brussels. Moreover, forty 
workers are still active in their place of 
service, and it appears that no worker has 
been let go on account of lack of funds. 


During 1942, the figures for Scripture 
distribution are as follows: Bibles, 3,683; 
Testaments, 9,855; portions, 16,452. An in- 
dication of how the work is being sup- 
ported can be obtained from the figures 
for voluntary offerings of the French 
church of the mission in Brussels, which 
have increased from 57,000 francs in 1941, 
to 149,000 francs in 1942. There was a 
further increase in the early months of 
1943, but the figures have not reached us. 
At Whitsuntide, a two-day Christian con- 
ference took placé in Brussels. A report 
says: 

“The convention was very well attend- 
ed. The congregations varied from 450 to 
550 people. At some of the meetings there 
were at least 250 from outside. All were 
filled with a deep desire to penetrate into 
a knowledge of the Word of God. It was 
truly a privilege for each of us to deliver 
his message before a crowd so famished 
for the truth. The responses to appeals 
were also very numerous and spontane- 
ous. At the Sunday evening meeting, a 
large number accepted Christ as Saviour. 

“The conference naturally faced us 
with problems of a material order. But 
all of these problems were solved in a re- 
markable way. We saw clearly that God 
was with us. First, there was the lodging 
problem. This was very difficult, but we 
succeeded in filling about forty ticks and 
placing these on the floor in the different 
rooms, where they served as beds for the 
young people. The church members out- 
did themselves, and I have received noth- 
ing but the most encouraging echoes from 
all of the contacts established between 
members of our different churches and 
our local people.” 

In acknowledgment of food parcels 
which we have sent to all the workers of 
our mission in Belgium, individual post- 
cards or letters have come from thirty- 
three, showing us by the handwriting, the 
postmarks and the terms of the messages, 
that the authors were alive, well and liv- 
ing in the places where we supposed them 
to be. Our faithful friends in Switzerland, 
in spite of the privations which they 
themselves are suffering, continue to do 
much for the mission in Belgium. Their 
own gifts for the Belgian work during the

BREAKING THROUGH THE 
BARRIERS 


About a month ago, when one of the 
young American soldier boys was here 
(Central India), he went for a walk in 
the evening with our evangelist. When 
they came back, they told how they had 
found a boy, about ten years old, lying by 
the miniature railway track which car- 
ries coal and workmen to the water 
pumping station some three miles away. 
The boy had been riding on the small 
car, had tipped it over, but could not get 
away without a serious leg injury. Be- 
cause he was of the sweeper caste, none 
of the passers-by had any compassion to 
carry him in to the doctor. He could not 
possibly walk, so when our guest found 
him in that state, he thought of nothing 
else but to get him to the doctor. He 
himself carried him all the way to the 
dispensary and shocked every one when 
he appeared in the populated area. A 
despised sweeper boy in the arms of a 
white sahib! It was a great subject of 
discussion all over the town for several 
days! Then the sweeper people listened 
to our witness gladly, for we told them 
that only the love of Christ in his heart 
made the soldier sahib do this thing 
which no Hindu would have dared to 
think of doing. 

After regular dressings at the village 
dispensary, we heard from the boy’s 
grandmother that he was not getting any 
better and would probably not be able 
to walk again. Then we ourselves under- 
took to look after him, and our young 
women at the station here have since 
been giving dressings and medicine. He 
is now able to walk. They all admit that 
it was the living, only true Lord Jesus 
who could help in such a bad condition. 
Now that the news has spread around, 
others are coming also for treatment. 
But at present it is not our intention to 
conduct a regular dispensary. If the few 
who are helped will only believe that 
faith in God will remove their spiritual 
diseases, it will prove to be most worth- 
while. 

About two weeks ago, we met a new 
teacher from the boys’ high school 
(Hindu). He asked the privilege of com- 
ing to our meetings, and seemed very 
eager to be among us. He also brought 
some of the Brahmin lads from the 
boarding school. After a short acquaint- 
ance, he asked me to come and give 
lectures once a week in the high school. 
The boys, as you probably know, are all 
keyed up over political gatherings, paci- 
fism, etc. Their greatest need is spiritual; 
but they wish to bring about political 
and economic satisfaction by outward 
means only. How they need to hear the 
Word of God and see it working out in 
the lives of believers!—Halsey Worman, 
of the Scandinavian Alliance Mission.

WHEN MOODY PREACHED 

T ONE of the farewell meetings in Chi- 
A cago, an old friend who used to be 
a co-worker with Mr. Moody in the 
Y.M.C.A., related this incident, which 
was intended to recall his earlier methods 
of teaching, and show by contrast the 
excellence of the Bible method. He said: 
“I have been watching for thirty years 
for people who could preach so that sin- 
ners would be converted, and I have 
found such a man. The Lord Jesus Christ 
has been set forth, the Holy Spirit has 
been honored, and hearts have been 
melted by the love of our Father in 
heaven.

But now if I had a speaking-tube 
up to Father Fife, who is gone to glory, 
I would say to him, ‘It is running all 
wheat now.’ Brother Moody used to 
preach his experience, and there wasn’t 
much wheat in that; but now he preaches 
the Word of God, and that is all wheat.”

WHY AM I ALIVE? 


During World War I, a soldier, wound- 
ed in action, was placed with a large 
group of wounded men at a field dressing 
station. The conditions of the fighting 
kept these helpless men at this station 
—which was within easy range of enemy 
artillery—for several days. Numerous 
shells from this artillery fell near to or 
among these wounded men, killing a 
number of them. After the bursting of 
one of these shells, this soldier found 
himself the only living man amid eight 
dead ones. As he became calm after the 
shock and excitement of that experience, 
the question uppermost in his thinking 
was, “Why am I alive? Why am I not 
among the eight dead? Why should not 
another of these men be living and I be 
numbered among the dead?” Only God 
knows the answer to these questions. 

But that question, “Why am I alive?” 
remained as a living challenge to that 
soldier, and it remains so today. He said, 
“Somehow I felt an added responsibility 
to life. If I am the only one remaining 
alive while eight others were killed with 
that one shell, I must show some cause 
for living. I cannot live just an ordinary 
life after this; something more is ex- 
pected of me.

This was the occasion when every- 
thing earthly was thrown off and cast 
aside and they met with God and felt 
His heavenly touch on their bodies as 
well as their souls. The inspiration they 
received at these services helped them to 
get through the trials and toils of the 
weeks and months victoriously.

launched, the pastor should have cov- 
ered in messages such topics as “The 
Need for Awakening,” “Prayer and Re- 
vival,” “Concern for the Lost,” “Men 
and Women God Can Use,” etc. Then, 
just previous to the beginning of the 
special services, the pastor should do 
his utmost to get his people to make a 
definite commitment of themselves to 
pray and to work and to give, so that 
the revival fires will begin to burn and 
blaze before the evangelistic effort starts. 

There is an unlimited amount of sug- 
gestion in organizing. Considered by 
many far the most necessary factor is 
prayer with a well defined purpose. The 
petitions to God should be clear, plain 
appeals for revival, both individually and 
unitedly. If possible, divide your com- 
munity and have separate prayer meet- 
ings in various districts led by deacons, 
elders, or other Christians who will as- 
sume responsibility. It is well to begin 
these prayer meetings in advance. Then 
on the regular prayer meeting night the 
same emphasis should continue. 

Perhaps it would be well for the pas- 
tor to give a series of messages on the 
great revivals of the Bible, and also of 
history, how they began and something 
of their glorious results. 

If it does not already exist as part of 
the regular church program, an evan- 
gelistic committee should be formed, 
with representatives from the main or- 
ganizations in the church. Under the 
pastor’s guidance this committee should 
plan so that all the mechanical en- 
cumbrances are out of the way. This 
committee should live, move, and have 
its being in an atmosphere of prayer. 

Members of the committee should be 
delegated, or groups appointed, to func- 
tion properly in organizing publicity 
committees, ushering committees, per- 
sonal workers, leaders for pre-prayer 
services; and where it becomes practical 
and possible, volunteer workers should 
canvass the community and list the un- 
churched and the unsaved. Personal 
work classes should be held, and also 
workers’ conferences, so the pastor may 
know on whom he may depend to do 
necessary tasks. Then too, the workers’ 
conference will serve as a report meeting 
where progress and preparation can be 
watched. 

The whole thought of organizing for 
evangelism is that the church should be 


‘geared and going, and the revival fires 
‘burning brightly before the evangelist 


arrives. However, many churches expect 
the evangelist to do the whole task—cap- 
tivate the interest of the people, inspire 
and enlist them, and cause them to be- 
come concerned for the lost. Too often 
it is necessary to spend one whole week 
preaching to backslidden Christians so 
they can become channels and instru- 
ments in God’s hand. 

When the evangelist comes the church 
should be spiritually ready and carefully 
organized for a united, directed, passion- 
ate crusade to bring lost loved ones and 
friends to the Lord Jesus Christ. 

A revival will utilize every form of 
soul winning—personal work, personal 
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work teams, as well as the regular 
services. With the coming of the 
evangelist the entire church organiza- 
tion should bend itself to the task of 
seeking the lost. This should be the 
magnificent obsession of everything done 
from that point onward. It is to be 
kept in mind that this is a special en- 
deavor, an all-out effort to harness ev- 
ery available means, and utilize every 
possible opportunity to win those in the 
night of unbelief and sin to the world’s 
only Saviour. There are times when 
the revival begins before the actual 
evangelistic program is launched, but 
in most instances preparation is merely 
mobilization, and the beginning of the 
actual program to reach the lost brings 
the thrill of battle, and ultimately the 
triumphant shout of victory. 

The formula for revival, if there is 
one, is the slogan of Winston Churchill 
and the British empire,-only in a more 
exalted, spiritual _sense—“Blood, toil, 
sweat, tears [the tears of real interces- 
sion], and victory.” If churches were 
organized for evangelism as they ought 
to be, and under God as they could be, 
revivals would be perennial, and special 
efforts to reach the lost would be marked 
by glorious success, the blessing of God 
never ceasing to flow in every undertak- 
ing in His name. 

Out of the hundreds, perhaps thou- 
sands, of evangelistic campaigns held in 
the course of a year, probably the num- 
ber of revivals could be counted on the 
fingers of one hand, but how different 
the story would be if God’s people were 
organized for evangelism! Garbed in the 
whole armor of God, girt with truth, 
breastplated with righteousness, shod 
with the preparation of the gospel of 
peace, protected by a shield of faith, 
wearing the helmet of salvation, and 
holding poised for battle the sharp, keen 
blade of the Spirit, and above all pray- 
ing always with all prayer and supplica- 
tion in the Spirit, Satan would be van- 
quished, the darkness of the world dis- 
pelled, the vultures of hell driven from 
the skies, and the Shekinah glory of 
God’s presence would fill our churches. 
Thousands upon thousands would be 
slain by the sword of the Lord, to live 
again as heirs of the eternal life of 
God, purchased in the blood wounds of 
His only begotten Son, saved to an in- 
heritance incorruptible and undefiled 
that fadeth not away. 

Surely our heart cries, Lord prepare 
us, and then send us just such a revival!

doom on that beloved city. But he was 

inwardly sustained by the hope of the 
new covenant God would make with 

Israel to take the place of the one they 

had broken so shamefully, in spite of 

all the divine patience. He saw clearly 
that under the first covenant of God’s 
righteous requirings no man could be 
justified. We need to know what the 

Lord will do for us, as well as what He 

requires of us. All this pointed to and 

prepared the way for the ministry of 

Him whose shed blood is the basis of a 

new relationship between God and man, 

into which relationship of grace Israel 
will yet come when they have learned to 
see their desperate need of it. 

When Jesus told His generation to 

“search the scriptures,’ for in them 
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they would find a divine witness to Him- 
self, saying, “They testify of me,” He re- 
ferred to definite predictions touching 
the mystery of His birth, death, resurrec- 
tion, and future glory, and to the reli- 
gious institutions of Israel, such as the 
sacrifices, the tabernacle, etc., meaning- 
less unless seen to be inspired symbolism, 
pointing to the various aspects of His 
person and work. But He doubtless also 
referred to the operations of His Spirit 
in the lives of His true forerunners in 
messianic dignity—the prophets, priests, 
and kings of the chosen seed of Abraham. 

Thus the pages of the sacred writings 
of Israel are luminous with the glories 
of the coming Messiah. 

The broken lights of filial obedience in

CALVARY TO PENTECOST 
S.M.C., Crum, W.Va. 

Question: What is the exact number 
of days between the death of Christ and 
the day of Pentecost, and what scrip- 
tures support it? 

Answer: The exact number of days 
between the death of the Lord Jesus and 
the day of Pentecost is fifty. In Acts 
1:3 we read that the Lord Jesus showed 
Himself to His disciples for forty days 
after His resurrection. Judging from the 
events of the entire chapter it would ap- 
pear to have been only a few days after 
this when Pentecost occurred (Acts 2:1). 
However, the exact number of days is 
indicated by Leviticus 23:15, which de- 
clares that Pentecost was always cele- 
brated fifty days after the day of the 
offering of the sheaf of the firstfruits, 
which came on the first day of the Pass- 
over. It was, in reality, on the first day 
of the Passover, after the festival had 
begun, that the Lord Jesus was crucified, 
so that it would be exactly fifty days 
to Pentecost from Calvary.

TERAH AND ABRAHAM

Question: Abraham was 75 years old 
when he came to Canaan (Gen. 12:4). 
He was born when his father Terah was 


- 70 years old (Gen. 11:26). Terah died at 


the age of 205 (Gen. 11:32), but in Acts 
7:4, Stephen says that Abraham left 
Haran after the death of his father, 
which would make him 135 years old 
when he left and not 75 years. Will you 
please explain the discrepancy? 

Answer: There are a number of ex- 
planations of this apparent discrepancy, 
none of which can be advanced with 
complete certainty. There is a possibility 
that Abraham is mentioned first in 
Genesis 11:26, not that he was the first 
born, but rather as the most important 
figure. This" is sometimes done in the 
Scriptures. On this view he may have 
been the youngest of the three. It may 
also be explained on the ground that 
Stephen, in the book of Acts, was dwell- 
ing on the broad outlines of the history 
particularly, and was simply following a 
Jewish chronology and tradition which, 
although it may have been at fault, was 
understood and accepted by them, and 
which would in no way affect his pur- 
pose. Such an error in Jewish tradition 
may have arisen owing to the death of 
Terah being mentioned (Gen. 11:32) be- 
fore the command to Abraham to leave 
Haran (Gen. 12:1). This would in no 
way affect the inspiration of the Scrip- 
tures, which would here simply record 
Stephen’s statement of an accepted He- 
brew tradition. 
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CHRIST’S FIRST COMING 
S.H., Avon, S.D. 

Questions: (1) Does Christ’s birth 
represent the first coming .of Christ? 
(2) What is meant by the Rapture, and 
does it take place before the Tribulation? 

Answers: (1) The birth of our Lord 
Jesus Christ over nineteen hundred years 
ago does represent His first coming upon 
this earth as God incarnate to dwell 
among men; to share their nature and 
trials; to live a perfect and holy life, and 
to die for mankind’s sins. However, there 
are in the Old Testament appearances of 
a supernatural being which we some- 
times ‘call Theophanies or Christo- 
phanies, that is, appearances of God or 
of Christ. See such passages as Judges 
6:20-24; Genesis 16:7-13; Zechariah 3:2, 
where the angel of Jehovah is identified 
with Jehovah; Genesis 31:13 where the 
angel of Jehovah speaks of Himself as 
the God of Bethel; so also Exodus 3:4-6. 
Compare also Exodus 23:20-23 and 33:14, 
15 with Isaiah 63:8-10 concerning this 
Angel of the Presence, and a striking 
suggestion of a plurality of Persons in 
the Godhead. 

(2) The Rapture is the term applied 
to that event yet future in which all 
true believers living on the earth will be 
caught up to be with the Lord. The 
righteous dead also will be raised and 
caught up—all, together, forming the 
true Church, which is the Body of Christ. 
This teaching is based on I Thessalon- 
ians 4:13-18; I Corinthians 15:50-52. The 
Rapture will precede the Great Tribula- 
tion.

THE RELATIVES OF CHRIST 
H.N., Owosso, Mich. 

Question: Why did Christ refuse to 
see His mother and brothers and sisters 
when they desired to speak with Him, 
as related in Matthew 12:46-50? 
“Answer: The twelfth chapter of 
Matthew represents a crisis in the min- 
istry of our Lord and a break with the 
spiritual leaders of the people. As a 
purely human person, Mary, even though 
so near Him, may have been perplexed 
at His course and teaching, so different 
from the current and popular Messianic 
conceptions. It is quite clear that His 
“brethren” had thought Him beside Him- 
self, and she may have been drawn with 
them to prevent Him from thus making 
a spectacle of Himself and of them. 
The Lord certainly rebuked such inter- 
ference and made clear (1) that He 
would not be deterred for a moment from 
the Father’s will and work by any inter- 
ference of even the closest earthly ties; 
and (2) that sacred as the ties of earth 
may be, they could be permanent only in 
the spiritual sense. There is certainly no 





repudiation of earthly relationship, as 
some claim, but the emphasis upon spir- 
itual kinship as a more real and abid- 
ing relationship. The “gospel of the 
family of God” proclaims a closer and 
truer tie to the Lord than even that of 
the earthly family, which is, after all, 
but a type.

SATAN AND SAINT

Questions: (1) Does John 10:29 sug- 
gest in the words, “No man is able to 
pluck them out of my Father’s hand,” 
that Satan can? (2) Is it true that no 
one can be sure of salvation while life 
lasts? 


Answers: (1) The word “man” in John 
10:29 is in italics, which means that it 
does not appear in the original. The verse 
really reads, “No one is able,” or none is 
able, to pluck them out of my Father’s 
hand. This includes Satan. Satan may 
deceive us (II Cor. 11:14); he exercises 
many devices against us (II Cor. 2:11); 
he may bruise and buffet us (II Cor. 
12:7), but he cannot pluck us out of the 
Father’s hand. Neither angels nor prin- 
cipalities nor powers, nor anything can 
separate us from the love of God which 
is in Christ Jesus (Rom. 8:35-39). 

(2) It is intolerable to suppose that no 
one can be assured of salvation during 
this life. Whether intentional or not, it is 
to impugn God’s sovereign grace and be- 
little His gift of life eternal. The assur- 
ance of our salvation, to our own con- 
sciousness and satisfaction, doesn’t de- 
pend on texts here and there, although 
the Scriptures abound with them, but is 
thoroughly implicit in the plan of salva- 
tion and in all the Scriptures. “He that 
believeth on the Son hath everlasting 
life” (John 3:36), not in the future alone, 
but now. One can scarcely conceive of 
having everlasting life without conscious 
experience and enjoyment of it. John 
wrote to believers, “That ye may know 
that ye have eternal life” (I John 5:13).

and love can come only from free moral 
beings with power to choose, otherwise 
there could not be true obedience and 
love, for these imply their opposites. That 
God permitted sin is obvious; that it is 
perfectly right and consistent with God’s 
character to permit it is equally obvious. 
But the responsibility for the suffering of 
the race through sin must rest upon 
man’s free choice in sinning. Suffering 
necessarily followed only upon man’s sin. 
Yet one may wonder whether God’s holi- 
ness and love could have been as fully 
understood and appreciated without the 
sin and suffering of the race which led to 
Calvary and the cross. For “where sin 
abounded, grace did abound more ex- 
ceedingly” (Rom, 5:20, 21, R.V.). And 
God’s name and power have all the more 
been “published abroad in all the earth” 
(Rom. 9:17, R.V.). There is yet a deeper 
mystery in it all, for since Christ is the 
Lamb of God slain from the foundation 
of the world (I Pet. 1:19, 20; Eph. 3:11), 
that is, from all eternity, then the prin- 
ciple of vicarious suffering appears to be 
in the very nature of God.

BIBLE GENEALOGIES 

E.W., Philadelphia, Pa. 

Question: The genealogy of Luke 
3:36 inserts Cainan as the son of 
Arphaxad, whereas Cainan does not ap- 
pear in the same genealogies in Genesis 
11:12; 10:24, and I Chronicles 1:18, 24. 
Can you explain the difference? 

Answer: All the known Greek ver- 
sions of the Bible, including the Septu- 
agint version (285 B.C.), do contain the 
name Cainan in the genealogies of Gene- 
sis. Luke no doubt used the Septuagint 
version of the Bible. There may have 
been an original Hebrew text then, which 
also contained the name Cainan. Our 
present Hebrew text was compiled by the 
Jewish “Massoretes” (A.D. 200 to 900), 
from all the existing Hebrew manuscripts. 
They then destroyed all these manu- 
scripts in order to preserve one standard 
text and so prevent future corruption of 
the text. It must be remembered, how- 
ever, that there are a number of varia- 
tions in these genealogies. For instance, 
Matthew omits the names of several 


| kings, obviously to preserve the number 


fourteen in each of his three divisions of 
names. The variations may generally be 
explained partly by the writer’s purpose 
and partly on the ground of circum- 
stances based on common practice in Old 
Testament times with regard to gene- 
alogy and succession.

Sunday) School Lessons: 


February 13 
JESUS ON THE MOUNTAIN AND 
IN THE VALLEY 
Mark 9:2-8, 17-27 


Golden Text: J believe; help thou 
mine unbelief —Mark 9:24. 


HE vision of the mountain top pre- 

pares the believer for service down 
in the valley. “Where there is no vision 
the people perish,” said the wise man of 
old (Prov. 29:18). For want of a true 
vision of God, a knowledge of His truth, 
and the God-given constraint which 
makes men give themselves in sacrificial 
service, the people will perish in their 
sins. 

But let men come to know the truth as 
it is in Christ, learn to know Him as the 
Son of God glorious and powerful, and 
then let them translate their knowledge 
of Christian truth and their personal 
spiritual experiences into the daily min- 
istry to the needs of their fellowmen, 
and there will be songs of salvation and 
joy. 

I. Knowing (vv. 2-7). 

The transfiguration of Christ doubtless 
meant much to Him in preparation for 
His coming death and resurrection. It 
was a foregleam of His kingdom glory. 

In this lesson we are concerned with 
the experience of the disciples rather 
than the feelings of our Lord. Funda- 
mental in both Christian life and service 
is a clear understanding of the person 
and work of Christ. One may come to 
Christ knowing little more than that He 
is the divine Saviour, and one may enter 
into Christian living with a meager 
knowledge of the doctrines of the Bible. 
But the Christian who fails to grow in 
knowledge will not grow in grace as he 
should. 

God sets no premium on ignorance, in 
fact it is quite evident that the great 
blight on the Christian Church today is 
the appalling lack of understanding of 
God’s Word. 

The disciples came to a fuller convic- 
tion that He was the Son of God as they 
saw Him transfigured and heard the 
Father say, “This is my beloved Son.” 
They learned more plainly the truth of 
His coming death for the sins of all man- 
kind. They saw in the indescribable 
beauty of that moment the foregleam of 
His coming glory. What important truths 
these are—His deity—His redemption— 
His coming kingship. Do we have a clear 
grasp of these truths? If not, let us 
search the Scriptures. 


II. Growing (v. 8). 

“Jesus only.” He filled their vision and 
their hearts. They had made spiritual 
progress as they had seen His glory, and

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heard the commending voice of the 
Father. 

Great experiences of spiritual renewing 
and power are necessary to effective life 
and testimony. They may not be in out- 
ward manifestation, in fact they are 
more often in the inner recesses of the 
soul; but they transform men and send 
them forth to magnificent living for God. 
One wonders if much of the dearth of 
power in the Christian Church is not to 
be attributed directly to the lack of such 
experiences with God. 

The disciples had an _ unforgettable 
mountaintop experience. Even so have 
many others found the secret of power. 

Let us remember that such privileges 
are not reserved for a few, they are the 
birthright of every Christian. Power 
without knowledge is a dangerous and 
destructive thing, but knowledge without 
power is a dead thing. 

Let us study God’s Word, but let the 
truth be baptized in the overflowing 
spiritual power of a personal experience 
with God. 

In regeneration all that Christ is and 
has for us is made available. If we have 
not taken out our inheritance let us do it 
at once. Then let us ever be ready for the 
refreshing experiences of spiritual cleans- 
ing and renewal. 


Ill. Serving (vv. 17-27). 

One of the lessons that seems hard to 
learn and to keep constantly effective in 
the life of a Christian is that mountain- 
top experiences of spiritual uplift are not 
an end in themselves, but a preparation 
for service. All too often we come to 
regard such times of peculiar blessing, 
whether in the privacy of our own room 
or in the great conference of Christian 
workers, as something which should glow 
warmly in our own hearts, making us 
glad in the Lord, and not as a back- 
ground and preparation for ministry to 
others. 

Jesus and the disciples went up to the 
place of prayer, into the place of glory, 
and down to the place of service. How 
fitting is that sequence. 

Much confusion exists in the Church 
because those who have foolishly aban- 
doned God’s Word and substituted the 
energy of the flesh for spiritual power 
have been most diligent in service to 
humanity; while those who know and 
accept the truth about Christ, and who 
profess to believe in the power of the 
Spirit-filled life, have failed to serve 
their needy neighbors. 

“Jesus found in the valley disputing 
scribes, a distracted father, a demon- 
possessed boy, and defeated disciples.” 
The unbelief which called forth the re- 
buke of Jesus “is revealed in different 
phases. There were the scribes—willful 
and persistent unbelief; there was the 
father—unwilling unbelief; there was the 
boy—irresponsible unbelief; and there

were the disciples—unconscious unbelief. 
The whole atmosphere was an unbeliev- 
ing atmosphere” (Morgan). 

“But Jesus took him by the hand and 
lifted him up” (v. 27). Verses 28 and 29 
indicate that the disciples might have 
done the same by believing prayer. 

We who know Christ—who have been 
with Him in the place of power and glory 
—let us not by unbelief or indifference 
hinder the outworking of His power and 
grace in the lives of those round us. Let 
the revelation of the mountaintop be- 
come the reality of the valley!

JESUS TEACHES TRUE GREAT- 
NESS 

Mark 9:33-39; 10:13-16, 42-45 
Golden Text: The Son of man 
came not to be ministered unto, 
but to minister, and to give his life 
a ransom for many.—Mark 10:45. 


MBITION to be great is not wrong— 

provided one has a proper concep- 

tion of greatness, and seeks it in a right 

way. Every one of us should be our very 

best and seek the largest place of useful- 

ness; not for selfish reasons, but for the 
glory of God. 

The disciples were earnest and eager 
to have a place of honor with the Lord in 
glory, but even in that holy purpose they 
became selfish and argumentative. Jesus 
gives several marks of a truly great man. 


Greatness Means Being— 

I. Not First, but Last (9:33-35). 

The way of the world is to seek the 
place of “No. 1 man’—to be looked up to, 
honored, and served by all. True great- 
ness takes the last place, the place of a 
servant; and lo, God regards that as the 
first place. ‘ 

It is not a question of timid diffidence, 
or self-effacement, but a willingness to 
take the humble place in order to serve 
all. 


II. Not Proud, but Humble (9:36, 
37). 

“Great” people of this world have no 
time for children. Let them be cared for 
by servants, teachers, anyone at all, but 
not by their “distinguished” parents. 

In public life it is the same. Except 
for the few who have caught the vision 
of the importance of children, they are 
regarded as a necessary nuisance. 

But Jesus said that the one who set 
aside human pride and received a child 
with humility of heart and mind—and in 
His name—received the Lord who gave 
them life—spiritual as well as physical— 
and is interested in them; in fact, He is 
with them and hence when we receive 
them in His name, He is there! 

Experience has proved that to be true. 
Why then does the Church as a whole 
do so little for children, and do it so un- 
intelligently and ineffectively?

John, quick to apprehend spiritual 
truth, saw in the teaching of Christ con- 
cerning the little child the condemnation 
of something he had done. “ ‘If indeed it 
be true that to receive a child, an ordi- 
nary everyday child, is to receive Christ, 
and to receive God,’ said John within 
himself, ‘what did I do when I forbade 
that man who in the Name was casting 
out a demon?’ Verily,:the light had 
broken in upon him” (Morgan). 

The man who casts out demons, or 
who gives the disciples of Jesus a cup of 
water, in His name—that is, with true 
faith in Christ, and in His power, and for 
His glory—must be a believer. He may 
not belong to our group or circle, he may 
not speak our language, he may not use 
our methods, but if he is serving Christ 
we should not forbid him or speak evil 
of him. You and I may not like one an- 
other’s appearance, or voice, or methods, 
but let us love and co-operate with one 
another for Christ’s sake! 


IV. Not Important, but Approach- 
able (10:13-16). 

Some who think they are great, pride 
themselves on being hard to reach—pro- 
tected from the rabble and their prob- 
lems by secretaries and servants. 

The disciples had built up such an 
idea of the importance of Christ in their 
own minds. He had never given them 
any ground for it either by word or deed. 

He quickly corrected them—and in 
plain words too. Any humble parent, 
and any little child, may come to Him. 
The kingdom belongs to those who have 
childlike faith and to no one else. 

So the man who is truly great follows 
in the Master’s footsteps. He is approach- 
able, kind, has time for simple folk and 
little children. If that isn’t true of a 
man he is not great—no matter what he 
may think of himself or others may say 
about him. 


V. Not a Supervisor, but a Servant 
(10:42-44). 

Christianity is not organized after the 
manner of secular government (v. 42). 
Much of the mischief that has come to 
pass in the church is the result of “run- 
ning the church” as an organization, 
when it should be allowed to develop as 
a living organism. 

The way up is down. That is always 
true in the spiritual realm. The Son of 
Man came not to be ministered unto but 
to minister, yea, to give His very life (v. 
45). Shall not those who bear His name 
walk the same path of humble self- 
denial? 

Anyone who observes with even a little 
care knows that the Church of Jesus 
Christ is hindered most seriously by the 
presence of pride and selfish ambition. 
Some people will not work unless they 
can rule. Their money is withheld unless 
it buys for them a dominating interest. 
The pastor is persona non grata unless 
he recognizes the desires of the “right” 
people. 

None of these things are done as obvi- 
ously as our words would suggest. There 
is much careful “fixing” and “wire- 
pulling” behind the scenes. But it 
amounts to exactly the same thing, and 





it is all entirely foreign to the spirit of 
Christ. 

Are there then no Christians who 
humbly serve the Lord? Yes, praise His 
name, there are many, and wherever 
they are found they are the salt of the 
earth. God uses and blesses them to His 
own glory. They may not be (and often 
are not) in positions of leadership, but 
they are actually the leaders of the 
Church in its true work on the earth. 


VI. Not Selfish, but Sacrificial (10: 
_The world is full of people who want 
to be served. Their little personalities 
swell with pride and pleasure if someone 
else cringes and bows, and serves. 

There is nothing commendable about 
being served. The great and good thing 
is to serve. 

The Son of Man—Himself the Lord 
of glory, the One who might have called 
legions of angels to do His will—came 
“not to be ministered unto but to minis- 
ter.” That service meant going about 
doing good even when He was exhausted 
and worn. But it meant far more than 
that, for it took Him to the cross where 
He gave “his life a ransom” for you and 
me. Are we ready to learn of Him—and 
to go all the way with Him? 





February 27 
JESUS PRESENTS HIMSELF AS 
THE MESSIAH 
Mark 11:1-10, 15-18 
Golden Text: Again the high 
priest asked him, and said unto 
him, Art thou the Christ, the Son 
of the Blessed? And Jesus said, I 
am.—Mark 14:61, 62. 


SUS Christ is the Son of God with 

power and authority. We need to 
remember that, even as we recall that 
He was the meek and lowly One—the 
sacrificial Servant. 

As our Lord entered upon the last week 
of His earthly ministry, the time had 
come for Him to present Himself officially 
to His people as their Messiah. As He 
did so, we observe that He then had and 
now has a right to claim all that we have 
and are, as well as to exercise judgment 
over us. 


I. His Right to Property (vv. 1-7). 

We are so prone to call our possessions 
our own, and to hold them for our selfish 
purposes. Just a moment’s reflection 
makes us aware that we are but stewards 
holding our things, as we hold ourselves, 
for the use of God. 

That means that the Lord need only 
send for what we have, and we should 
gladly yield it to Him. “The Lord hath 
need” is the only requisition we need. He 
has absolute priority. And yet the very 
fact that He has need of us and what we 
have, dignifies our service or sacrifice on 
His behalf. 

How surprising it was that the One 
who made and upholds all things (Col. 
1:16, 17) should have to say, “The Lord 
hath need of him,” in sending for a 
humble beast of burden. Yet therein lies 
a marvelous truth. He has graciously so 
ordered the universe that He has need 
of us and of our possessions. That was 
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true in the days of His flesh, when He 
had voluntarily become poor for our 
sakes. In a somewhat different sense, 
but nonetheless precious, it is true today. 

Let us also learn the important lesson 
of unquestioning obedience taught in 
verse 4. “They went their way” to do 
what the Lord told them to do. How 
greatly simplified and glorified would be 
the lives of Christian people if they 
would thus obey Christ. 

As He came riding into the city, we 
observe 


If. His Right to Praise (vv. 7-10). 

God says, “Him that offereth praise 
glorifieth me” (Ps. 50:23), and the be- 
liever recognizes that “praise is comely 
for the upright” (Ps. 33:1). Jesus is en- 
tirely worthy of the praise of every heart 
and voice. 

How unusual it is to find Him pre- 
senting Himself in a way to draw forth 
praise, for ordinarily He did not seek 
and often turned away the praises of 
men. But here He was before them in 
His official position. 

Presenting Himself as their Messiah, 
Jesus received the enthusiastic acclaim 
of His disciples and friends, who were 
probably joined by others who were 
Grawn by the excitement. 

The Pharisees did not join in (see Luke 
19:39, 40) nor did the city, not even 
knowing who He was (Matt. 21:10, 11). 
So it is today; some love and praise Him, 
some hate Him, others just ignore Him. 
Of which class are you? 

He gave Jerusalem and the nation a 
final opportunity to receive Him. It was 
not yet too late, but it was their last 
chance. Such a time comes in the life 
of everyone of us. They rejected Him. 
Do we? 

But even though some did reject, let 
us not forget that there were those who 
shouted, “Hosanna,” who cast their gar- 
ments down before Him and waved 
palms of victory and joy. Thank God 
for their holy enthusiasm. Pray God 
that we may have a little more of it. We 
have come to the place where nobody 
shouts “Hosanna” or “Hallelujah” except 
the church choir—and they do it only in 
carefully modulated tones. 

We cheer at athletic contests or at a 
political rally, and while we surely do not 
want that same kind of confusion in the 
church, it would be quite appropriate to 
bring some real enthusiasm into our 
Christianity. 

But something else appears in our 
lesson. Not all are willing to give what 
they have for the Lord’s use. Nor do all 
men lift their voices in praise to Him. 
Many are selfish, and willing to flaunt 
their disobedience in His face if they can 
only make a profit for themselves. So we 
must note with care— 


Ill. His Right to Punish (vv. 15-18). 

People like to hear about a God of 
love, one who knows their weakness, and 
is kind toward their infirmities. But we 
must not forget that God shows His love 
by a great and holy hatred of sin, and a 
desire to deliver us from that sin. This 
means that He must and will deal in 
drastic fashion with those who persist in 
their sin. 

A second time He drove out from His 
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Father’s house those who had made it a 
place of merchandise, of commercialized 
thievery. 

This is a majestic picture. The Son of 
God and Son of Man steps into the cen- 
ter of this unholy traffic and with mighty, 
holy indignation (not anger) drives it 
out. The people who had suffered long 
because of this religious racket, which 
paid a nice “cut” to the priests them- 
selves (probably as a “gift” even as such 
things are,managed now), were jubilant. 

We read in the same story in Matthew 
21:12-22 that the boys who were in the 
temple (for such is doubtless the mean- 
ing of “children” in verse 15) were so 
delighted at this magnificent exercise of 
His divine authority that they broke out 
into “Hosannas,” which really arnounted 
to a holy “Hurrah.” 

Well, why not? Hurrah for our Lord! 
He will not tolerate iniquity even though 
it hides under the cloak of religion. He 
is not afraid to speak out and to act 
against sin and corruption. 

Possibly the church would reach a 
good many more men and boys in our 
day if it would step out in faith to fight 
the wrong and support the right. Then 
maybe the young men would shout, 
“Hurrah for the church,” instead of some 
of the things they are saying. 

The chief priests and scribes were 
afraid and displeased and began to plot 
against Him. The passage in Matthew 
indicates that their anger was aroused 
both by the acts of Jesus and the praise 
of the boys. 

They would be! And they have de- 
scendants who hold places of authority 
today—yes, even in the church—who 
would be much displeased if such things 
were to happen now. 

But why fear them? Is it not high 
time that the people of God honored 
their Lord both by faith and good works, 
regardless of what men may say? 
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JESUS URGES HIS DISCIPLES TO 
WATCH 


‘ Mark 13:3-10, 31-37 
Golden Text: Watch ye there- 
fore: for ye know not when the 
master of the house cometh.— 
Mark 13:35. 


OD has a plan, and even now when 
G men seem to have turned all order 
into chaos, we know that God is working 
out His purpose. The important crisis in 
that plan of God which we now await is 
the return of Christ, His second coming. 

He will come secretly to call His own 
Church, the Bride, to Himself, and then 
He will come openly, in great glory, when 
every eye shall behold Him. Then His 
enemies shall be confounded, and His 
eternal kingdom be established. 

We look for His coming, but while we 
wait (and it may not be long!) we are to 
occupy for Him until He comes. Our les- 
son tells men 


I. What to Expect While Waiting 
for Christ (vv. 3-9). 

First, we note that we are to expect 
the coming of false teachers and false 
Christs, who will claim to be the fulfill- 
ment of the prophetic Scriptures. We 
need only one admonition concerning 
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them, “Take heed that no man lead you 
astray.” 

There have always been such false 
leaders who for the prominence or gain 
afforded them are willing to offer be- 
wildered mankind all sorts of panaceas 
whereby it is supposed to solve its prob- 
lems. It seems that these men increase 
in numbers when great crises, such as 
war, come upon the nations. Do not be 
misled by them. 

It is to be noted that often these mis- 
leading teachings tie themselves up with 
the interpretation of prophecy. Just be- 
cause a man seems to be devout and 
professes to be interested in Christ’s re- 
turn does not make him a dependable 
teacher. Are not these the very ones 
Jesus warned against? They must meet 
the test of all of God’s Word. 

Christ warns believers that before the 
end of the age there will be world-wide 
war, earthquakes in many places, and 
famines. These are to be expected, and 
will come. But here a word of caution is 
needed. We must not seize upon present 
events and rush out (or into print) and 
tell people that “this is it!” 

We should be alert in relating world 
events to the teaching of Scripture, but 
let us “make haste slowly.” We can 
afford to wait for the confirmation of the 
Holy Spirit. What He teaches will always 
be in accord with God’s Word. 

But let no one assume that the need 
for caution justifies him in ignoring 
either the Word or world events. We are 
to be alert, well-informed, spiritual and 
ready. Jesus is coming again. 

We also have something to do while 
we wait. 


II. What to Do While Waiting for 
Christ (v. 10). 
Preach the gospel! That is our first 


and most important business. Our Lord 
said that the whole world was to be 
evangelized before the end came. Please 
note carefully that He did not say that 
all nations will be saved, but that they 
will hear the gospel. 

That is our responsibility—to see to it 
that every nation has a full and free 
opportunity to hear the blessed gospel 
message. We have not done it, and the 
failure of the Church at that point is a 
dark blot on its record. 


There seems to be a revival of interest i 


in the work of missions now, and there 
are many who believe that at the close 
of this war almost the entire world will 
be open for Christian missionaries. This 
will probably be true for a limited time 
only, and it is the urgent business of the 
Church now to prepare the missionaries 
who will then be needed. 

Young people should face the call to go 
forth and preach to all peoples. The 
Church should pray out workers, help 
them obtain their training for Christian 
service, and raise the money to send 
them out. 

And in the meantime we should all be 
busy about the all-important matter of 


teaching and preaching the gospel. It. 


is the best preparation for the coming of 
Christ and the thing we would want to be 
doing when He comes. 

Now we turn to our third point which 
tells us . 


III. How to Live While Waiting for 
Christ (vv. 31-37). 
, There should be an air of expectancy 
constantly characterizing the Christian. 
We are looking for Someone—yes, a very 
definite and glorious One—our Lord 
Himself, to return. 

We do not know when He will come 
(v. 32). That is a matter hidden in the 








eternal counsels of God the Father, a 
secret into which angels do not pry, and 
which even the Son did not know. Why 
then do foolish men attempt to learn it? 
Beware of any man who sets a date for 
Christ’s return or for the end of the age. 
He is setting himself up as being superior 
to Christ, and you can be sure that he is 
an imposter. 

We do not know the day, but of the 
fact we are sure. Christ is coming again! — 
So we are to be watchful as we wait. 
God has not called us to stand idle, 
looking for the dawning of that glorious 
day. We are to be about His business, 
but everywhere and always, wide awake 
and looking for Him. 

That kind of a believer (and all be- 
lievers should be that kind) will pray. 
We are to “watch and pray.” They go 
together. The one who prays will watch. 
The one who watches will pray. Possibly 
some of us ‘are not praying because we 
have fallen asleep and no longer watch 
for His coming. Then too we probably 
fell asleep because we did not pray. 

The one who looks for Christ is not 
a starry-eyed visionary, but one who is 
out preaching, teaching and living out 
the gospel. In the midst of his daily task 
he is always alert for the coming of His 
Lord and King.

FOR A SNOWY SUNDAY 
Hast thou entered into the treasures 
of the snow?—Job 38:22 

Snow was comparatively rare in the 
climate of Palestine, yet the summits of 
Lebanon and other mountains were liable 
to be covered with it, and it cooled the 
streams that ran down from those high 
elevations. In our colder country snow is 
a frequent, and not always welcome, oc- 
currence. 

The text is a divine question put to the 
patriarch. Let us regard it as passing on 
to ourselves. What, then, are the “treas- 
ures” of the snow? 


I. Treasures of Beauty. The glis- 
tening whiteness of snow covers and con- 
ceals the objects that are unsightly, and 
transforms them into things of beauty. 
Shabby sheds and hovels are made pretty. 
Landscapes under snow are always 
charming. Snow crystals, under the 
microscope, reveal wonders of beautiful 
shape and ornamental! design. 

II. Treasures of Usefulness. Farm- 
ers bear witness that snow is a splendid 
fertilizer. It nourishes the earth and 
purifies the air. It destroys the germs 
of disease, the eggs of destructive insects 
in trees and in the earth. It also pro- 
tects the roots of plants from hard frost, 
being a kind of blanket spread over them. 
The wisdom of the divine providence is 
here displayed. 


III. Treasures of Spiritual Sugges- 
tion. Snow is used in Scripture to illus- 
trate many truths, among which are 
specially noticeable: 

1. The sinfulness of sin. Leprosy, the 
dreaded scourge of the East, in its ad- 
vanced stages, made the skin of the 
victim “as white as snow” (Num. 12:10; 
II Kings 5:27). Sin is moral leprosy. 

2. The full forgiveness of sin. Stains 
removed and guilt covered. The cleansing 
power of the sacrifice of Christ (Ps. 51:7; 
Isa. 1:18). 

3. The perfect purity of heaven. Set 
forth as to Christ in Revelation 1:14, as to 
the angels, in Matthew 28:3.—E. W. T.

NE of the outstanding demonstra- 
QO tions of revival in the history of 
the church,” writes Luther R. Bunting, 
pastor of the Baptist Church, Pavilion, 
N. Y., in reporting a three weeks’ series 
of meetings in November, conducted by 
Howard S. Williams. Special music was 
provided by the Dean sisters of Batavia, 
N.Y., Ralph Powell, of Houghton Col- 
lege, Mr. and Mrs. Ralph Munger, of 
Pavilion, and the “Little White Church 
by the Side of the Road” ensemble. 
Mrs. Williams conducted services for the 
young people and afternoon devotional 
meetings. The Lord blessed in twenty- 
two conversions and thirteen baptisms. 

Charles E. Boren was the evangelist 
for two weeks at the Pretty Lake United 
Brethren Church, near Plymouth, Ind., 
of which V. L. Garner is pastor. Mr. 
Boren’s messages from the Word of God 
were used for the conversion of several. 

Guy W. Green held meetings from 
Nov. 17 to 28 in the First Presbyterian 
Church, Belle Plaine, Minn. This was 
the first evangelistic campaign in the 
church since 1925. The Lord greatly 
blessed the effort. Six persons were re- 
ceived into church membership. Mr. 
Green held concurrent meetings Dec. 
1-12, for the Presbyterian churches of 
Sheldon and Caledonia, Minn., speak- 
ing at the former church every after- 
noon and the latter church in the eve- 
ning. The attendance was good and on 
the last day nine persons were received 
into the Sheldon church and eleven into 
the Caledonia church, most of whom 
came on confession of faith. 

Sylvester Sanford spent two weeks, 
ending Dec. 5, with the United Brethren 
Church, Circleville, Ohio, of which J E. 
Huston is pastor. Special children’s 
meetings were held, in which thirty chil- 
dren took part in a program of Bible 
memory work and song. A score or 
more persons knelt at the altar for con- 
version, including one woman eighty 
years of age. Fifty consecrated their 
lives to the Lord, and sixteen united 
with the church. 

John L. Bray reports a revival cam- 
paign of nine days at Faith Mission, 
Cumberland, Ky. This was an independ- 
ent meeting, but the other churches co- 
operated. Mr. Bray also spoke at the 
Cloverlick Mission, over radio station 
WHLN in Harlan, and the Central Bap- 
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tist Church in Cumberland. Souls were 
saved during the campaign. Mr. Bray 
then went to Sandusky, Ohio, where he 
held a twelve-day campaign at the Com- 
munity Gospel Church, of which R. A. 
Biddle is the pastor. Following this cam- 
paign, Mr. Bray went to the Maple 
Ridge Community Church, near Bosco- 
bel, Wis., where he served as evangelist 
Dec. 14-29. This is a new work in 
charge of E. A. Mallory. Great interest 
was shown in the meetings, with nearby 
churches co-operating. The evangelist 
also spoke at the Methodist Church in 
Boscobel and at the Sunny Ridge 
Church. During these meetings eight 
souls were saved and three backsliders 
were restored. 

O. W. Stucky closed a two weeks’ meet- 
ing on Nov. 28, in the First Baptist 
Church of Tiffan, Ohio, of which R. J. 
Lloyd is pastor. Mr. Stucky had the 
joy of leading thirty-eight souls to 
Christ. Many consecrations and restora- 
tions were also reported. Although it has 
had no Sunday evening meeting for a 
number of years, the church voted to 
resume the service. 

Mr. and Mrs. Raymond O. Nelson spent 
a week in October with the First Baptist 
Church, Cicero, Ul., cf which Earl Wick- 
strom is pastor. The Lord wonderfully 
blessed the church and there were a 
number of conversions. Nov. 2-14, they 
conducted meetings in the Watertown 
Baptist Church, East Moline, Ill., David 
Goodwin, pastor. A spirit of revival was 
manifest throughout the campaign. 
Many Christians dedicated their lives to 
the Lord, and there were forty decisions 
for Christ. Meetings for boys and girls 
heid in the afternoon were well attended. 
Starting with forty-eight, the average 
attendance increased to more than a 
hundred. 

Fred Brown, of Chattanooga, Tenn., 
recently closed a very successful revival 
campaign with the First Baptist Church, 
Tucson, Ariz., R. S. Beal, pastor. R. J. 
Jones was in charge of the music. Not 
only was the church greatly blessed, but 
more than eighty persons were reached 
in some way for the church. 

From Nov. 16 to 28, John Carrara con- 
ducted a series of meetings at Soul’s 
Harbor, Columbus, Ohio, where Max 
Good is pastor. A number of conversions 
and restorations were reported. A num- 
ber of times Mr. Carrara had the privi- 
lege of broadcasting over a network of 
five stations on a program known as 
“Wings of Prayer,” which originates in 
the auditorium of Soul’s Harbor. 

In a union campaign at Lancaster, 
Ohio, in November, conducted by the 
Edward VanderJagt Evangelistic Party, 
great numbers came to the altar for 
salvation and consecration. The meet- 
ings were held in the Maple Street Evan- 
gelical Church where Dr. C. S. Poling is 





pastor, and in the Mills Memorial United 
Brethren Church, Dr. P. E. Wright, pas- 
tor. 

In November, John W. Troy conducted 
a campaign in the Seventh Street United 
Brethren Church of Parkersburg, W.Va. 
Many accepted Christ as their -personal 
Saviour, and more than a hundred prom- 
ised to become tithers. On the last Sun- 
day night a chorus composed of two hun- 
dred men sang “The Ninety and Nine.” 
On the last night of the campaign thirty- 
eight came forward for full-time Chris- 
tian service. During the mornings of the 
last week, the evangelist conducted a 
radio program sponsored by the Parkers- 
burg Ministrial Association. In Decem- 
ber, Mr. Troy held his third series of 
evangelistic meetings in Olean, N.Y., 
under the auspices of the First Evangeli- 
cal Church. There were a number of 
conversions. At the closing service nine- 
teen gave their lives for Christian service. 

Hyman J. Appelman writes: “Oncé 
again God answered prayer in the eigh- 
teen day revival for the Hinson Me- 
morial Baptist Church, Portland, Ore., 
Dr. Albert J. Johnson, pastor. There were 
over 250 conversions and additions to 
the: church.” 

J. C. Sisemore conducted meetings re- 
cently in the Hillcrest Baptist Church, 
Dallas, Tex. There were sixty conver- 
sions and a number of additions to the 
church membership. Three young men 
consecrated their lives to the preaching 
of the gospel. 

Evangelist George Long reports two 
weeks of meetings at the Mt. Zion G. B. 
Church, Sullivan, Il., J. O. Zillen, pastor. 
The meetings were well attended, and 
twenty-six young people professed con- 
version. . 

Arthur W. McKee, of Winona Lake 
Christian Assembly, is spending consid- 
erable time in the evangelistic field. He 
had charge of the musical program in a 
union meeting in Norway, Mich. Peter 
MacFarlane was the evangelist. Nov. 
14-28, Mr. McKee was in the Central 
Presbyterian Church of St. Paul, Minn., 
twenty churches co-operating in this 
series of services.

NOTES OF THE EXTENSION DE- 
PARTMENT OF THE MOODY 
BIBLE INSTITUTE 

Dr. Carl Armerding spent the month of 
December ministering in the state of 
Texas. Nov. 30-Dec. 10, he lectured to 
students of the Dallas Theological Semi- 
nary.

regenerates. 

Here, then, is the full meaning of re- 
pentance: a change of mind, about God, 
self, and sin; a change that affects us so 
deeply that the will or determination is 
changed. We yield to God, we let Him 
take control, we purpose to walk in His 
way. The same thought is brought out 
in the invitation of Joshua, “Choose you 
this day whom ye will serve” (Josh. 24: 
15), and again, “Why call ye me, Lord, 
Lord, and do not the things which I 
say?” (Luke 6:46). 

Repentance will show itself in the life. 

First, by “fruits meet for repentance.” 
We will indeed manifest the new life, the 
new creature. There will be a definite 
change observed by friends, relatives, and 
all men. 

Second, there will be abundant pardon 
(Isa. 55:7). 

Third, there will be joy in the presence 
of the angels of God (Luke 15:10). 

Fourth, repentance is a prerequisite of 
the receipt of the Holy Ghost (Acts 2:38, 
39). 


H OW CAN REPENTANCE BE IN- 
pucEeD/ “But Peter [filled with the Holy 
Ghost], standing up with the eleven, lift- 
ed up his voice, and said,” and here fol- 
lows a biblical message (Acts 2:14-36). 
“Now when they heard this, they were 
pricked in their heart, and said unto 
Peter and to the rest of the apostles, Men 
and brethren, what shall we do?” (v. 37). 
The answer to our question is plain. Spir- 
it-filled preaching of the Word of God 
brings conviction (“pricked in their 
hearts”), and repentance (“What shall 
we do?”), or willingness to do what God 
wants us to do. 

Repentance is the door to Christ. We 
must face the sin question before we can 
realize that we need the Saviour. Even 
forgiving those who sin against us is 
conditioned on their repenting (Luke 
17:3, 4). Sinner, have you really repent- 
ed? Preacher, do you preach in order to 
bring men to repentance? John the Bap- 
tist did! Jesus did! Peter did! Paul 
and every other servant of God who has 
been used of Him to the conviction and 
conversion of men have been preachers 
who made no terms with sin, but 
preached the necessity of repentance 
from sin, and faith in and submission 
to Christ.

This story was 
be by her daughter, Emma Moody Fitt, 
and completed by her granddaughter, Emma 
Fitt Powell. ans Dan biographical and 
historical, have been written concerning 
Mr. Moody, but here is the only biography 
of Mrs. Moody, who, without ostentation, 
exerted such a mighty influence over the 
great evangelist’s life, and so wisely coun- 
seled and strengthened him through the 
years of his strenuous ministry. Mr. Moody 
freely acknowledged that much of his suc- 
cess was because of her counsel and help. 

This biography is based upon Mrs. 
Moody’s diaries, memoranda, and letters of 
the Moody family and intimate friends. 
The book consists of two parts. Part I covers 
the period from her departure from Eng- 
land to America to her death nearly four 
years after Mr. Moody’s homegoing. Part 
II deals with more intimate family affairs. 

For thirty-seven years the dynamic D. L. 
Moody was in the limelight, first among the 
soldiers of the Civil War, then in intense 
evangelistic efforts in America and Great 
Britain. So great was the impression made 
by his personality and testimony that now, 
nearly fifty years after his death, his name 
is a synonym for evangelical faith and 
evangelistic endeavor. His personal testi- 
mony concerning Mrs. Moody is that during 
all these years he owed more to her than to 
any other except the Almighty.

This is a unique little book of short medi- 
tations on miscellaneous verses from the 
Scriptures.

similar liberty inside Soviet borders. 


—_ HAPPENINGS AND PRESS 
REPORTS Call for further elucidation. We 
are told that Joseph Stalin (“Steel”) 
called the leaders of the Greek Orthodox 
Church into audience. He did nothing 
of the kind. As an avowed atheist and 
a@ very busy man he would never have 
thought of such a thing. Since the 
Patriarch Tikhon died in prison, refusing 
to be disloyal to his Lord, there has been 
no Patriarch (in the Greek Orthodox 
Church a bishop of the highest rank). 
The Greek Orthodox Church was op- 
posed by the government. Her priests 
were penalized, persecuted, and deprived 
of citizenship and all pertaining thereto, 
as were also ministers of evangelical de- 
nominations. There arose a number of 
priests desiring to curry favor with the 
government. The latter used them, and 
between them they formed “The Living 
Church” (which “had a name to live but 
was dead’’), a political organization more 
than a spiritual entity; the leaders fa- 
voring and fostering Communism and the 
party and government plan and program. 

While no change has taken place in the 
constitution, laws, or decrees in opposi- 
tion to religion; while the printing or 
circulation of the Scriptures is illegal, as 
is also any religious propaganda, there 
are three reasons why the government 
is more complacent than formerly and 
for the time being is not positively car- 
rying out its program of persecution. 

First, the government is too intent on 
prosecuting the war to be bothered with 
these mildly counter-revolutionary reli- 
gionists. 

Second, it is bad psychology to allow 
your people to think that the foe is more 
liberal than you are, and that the Ger- 
man power does not handicap religious 
worship or prohibit religious propaganda. 

Third, Stundists have nearly all been 
against war and have refused to bear 
arms. The Soviet government wants an 
all-in and all-out prosecution of the war. 
It wants to secure the support of the 
whole population including the evangel- 
icals. 








WANTED— 
Good Samaritans 


Six to seven million Jews have 
fallen among thieves and robbers 
who have stripped them of all 
their possessions and maimed and 
killed many of them. 

Some escaped with their bare

What really happened was that the 
Greek Orthodox Church leaders, encour- 
aged by the less aggressive attitude of the 
government and party for the time being, 
asked that they might be allowed to con- 
stitute a Synod and elect a. Patriarch, 
and Stalin and company, as a matter 
of expediency, permitted them to do so. 

Great stress has been placed on the 
visit to Moscow. of the Archbishop of 
York and his fraternization with the 
Greek Orthodox leaders. Most mislead- 
ing statements have appeared in the 
press, and his visit has been made to hail 
the restoration of religious liberty in 
Russia. Let him testify. He said: 

“Anti-God societies are still in exist- 
ence in Russia.” 

“There is no freedom of religious prop- 
aganda.” 

“Large numbers of churches are still 
used for secular purposes.” 

“Although in theory the State is neu- 
tral and allows freedom to all denomina- 
tions,” he doubted “that a non-orthodox 
sect could hold meetings and proselyte.” 

“There is no religious teaching of 
children in Russia.” 

These quotations should suffice to pre- 
vent any further misrepresentation or 
exploitation of what he really did say.
